LOUIS LOST 
142 DWELLING 
UNITS LAST YEAR 


The city suffpred a net loss 
of 2142 dwelling units in 1960, 
a year in which the value of 
authorized construction dropped 
$48,323,000 from the previous 
year, it was reported yesterday. 

William C. Dale, accountant 
for the Building Commissioner’s 
office, said the total worth of 
construction in the year ended 
yesterday, was $38,662,000. In 
1959, a record year, it was $86,- 
985,000. 

Permits to raze buildings with 
3012 dwelling units were issued 
in 1960, while new residential con- 
struction included only 870 units. 

Most of the loss was the re- 
sult of destruction of residential 
units in major slum clearance 
areas, Dale said. He said this 
loss would be regained in 196] 
when reconstruction in these 
areas is begun. 


A general decline in private 
construction activity and the 
fact that there were no new 
starts on urban redevelopment 
or housing projects in 1960 were 
given by Dale as reasons for the 
sharp drops in authorized con- 
struction and dwelling units. He 
added that many of the projects 
on which construction had oc- 
curred in 1960 were authorized 
in 1959. 


Last year’s construction in- 
cluded commercial and industria] 
buildings with .a value of $28,- 
499,000, residential structures 
worth $8,200,000 and alterations 
costing $11,963,000. 

The residential buildings in- 
cluded 387 single-family homes 
and multiple-dwelling structures 
with 483 units. 

In the last month of the year, 
construction worth. $3,989,000 
was authorized. This exceeded 
December of 1959 by $927,000.

CAUSES OF DEAT 


Heart disease and cancer con- 
tinue to be the leading causes 
of death in St. Louis, accounting 
for, respectively, 39 per cent arid 
17 per cent of..resident deaths 
during 1960, a report of the St. 
Louis Division of Health showed 
yesterday. 

The division’s year-end. report 
stated there were only 10 whoop- 
ing cough cases in 1960, a record 
low for any one year. 

For the fourth consecutive 
year, no cases of diphtheria were 
reported among residents of St. 
Louis, and there were no whoop- 
ing cough deaths for the eighth 
consecutive year. 

Four cases of paralytic polio 
occurred during the year, but no 
deaths resulted. In 1959, nine 
paralytic polio cases were re- 
ported and 65 cases were re- 
ported in 1958. The division at- 
tributes the decrease of cases to 
an intensive effort to inoculate 
persons with polio vaccine. 

Decline Leveling Off. 

The marked reduction in tuber- 
culosis mortality after the intro- 
duction of anti-tuberculosis drugs 
is leveling off, the report stated. 
It was estimated that resident 
deaths from tuberculosis in 1960 
will be about the same as in 
1959, 92. 

The division estimated 588 in- 
fant deaths ‘in St. Louis in 1960. 
The infant death rate will be 30.1 
for each 1000 live births in 1960 
compared with 29 infant deaths 
per 1000 live births in 1959. 

The program of psychiatric 
diagnostic and treatment services 
to disturbed children was expand- 
ed with the opening of a fourth 
child guidance clinic at the new 
Public Healfh Center at Jefferson 
and Cass avenues, the division 

report stated. 

The division began providing 
medical and dental services for 
public school children for the 
first time at the opening of the 
school term last September. 

The medical staff for the school 
program has grown from 11 in 
September to 25. Eight dental 
teams have examined 22,000 chil-

Robert G. Stewart, historian 
and specialist In architecture, 
who was planning consultant for 
the county’s Historic Buildings 
Commission, reported that the 
home was built in 1812, shortly 
after Gen. Bissell was placed in 
command of Fort Bellefontaine 
here. This was disclosed by nota- 
tions made by Gen. Bissell in a 
diary which is in the possession 
of Mrs. Dimond. 

Tours of duty at posts along 
the Mississippi river- prevented 
the General from taking up per- 
manent residence at the man- 
sion until 1821, when he retired 


from the Army. He died in 1833. 
The original structure contain- 
ed three spacious rooms, with 


} 


fireplaces, on each floor and 
two large hallways. The first 
floor consisted of a parlor, din- 
ing room and Gen. Bissell’s bed- 
room, and the second floor was 
given over to bedrooms. Gen. 
Bissell’s bookcase, writing desk 
and a few other effects are still 
in the house. 
Alterations on Mansion. 

Tax. records indicate that the 
original building, probably the 
oldest brick home in St. Louis 
county, was not entirely com- 
pleted until 1819. Stewart related. 
In 1815, the house was appraised 
at $400 and four years later at 
$2200. Most homes of that period 
were appraised at from $10 to 
$50. 

In the 1830s the house under- 
went’ extensive alterations, in- 
cluding the addition of a stone 
kitchen and dining room. In the 
1890s thts was replaced by a 
frame addition and a new front 
pogch was built, Stewart said. 

Much of the original woodwork 
and pine flooring was torn out 
and replaced on both occasions, 
though it is thought that Gen. 
Bissell’s first-floor bedroom was 
left intact, Stewart said. One of 
the two staircases and the floor- 
ing on the second floor hallway 
are also believed to have re- 
mained untouched. 

The Bissell family had res- | 
toration work done in the early 
1930s and installed modern 
plumbing, el€ctrical and heating 
systems. The XNecond porch was 
removed and a\new one closely 
resembling the original porch 
was built. The orginal slate roof 
was replaced by one of tile.

Under terms 
of the grant made by Mrs. Di- 
mond they will be allowed to 
remain there for at least one 
year.

names of the gambling suspects. 

Yesterday Hensley, Brock- 
smith and County Police Capt. | 
Herman C. Birmes, head of the 
security division, conferred with 
Prosecutor Anderson on_ the 
raid. 

After the meeting Anderson 
said he had determined there 
was insufficient evidence to jus- 
tify issuance of gambling war- 
rants against the 17 men found 
in the establishment.

Idea of Tent City.

Notice to leave the 
farms had been given to many 
families by then. Although the 
tenants were not required by 
law to leave until Jan.*10, one 


family moved in on Dec. 14 and 
four others came the next day. 

In ensuing weeks, a few more 
tents were purchased and: a few 
more persons moved in. They 
brought their own furniture and 
the clothing and possessions 
they had. Forman said 
was a long waiting list of per- 
sons waiting to get into tents, 
but at least two tents stood emp- 
as late as yestérday.

Forman and McFerren keep a 
close watch. on visitors to the 
tent settlement. Both usually

“Fayette county has been 
farmed by Negroes since Recon 
struction days,’’ McFerren said. 

“Most of the Ne groes here were 
born and raised on these farms. 
It’s an old custom that most of 
them can s.ay year after year. 
There ever has been this much 
moving out in the history of the 
county.” 

Good Reason for Turnover. 

White landowners say there is 
a perfectly good reason for the 
heavy turnover this year. Uhey 
say it has been developing .for 
the last four or five years. 

They quote statisiics of 
United States. Department of 
Agriculture showing that Ten- 
nessee has lost 20,450 sharecrop- 
pers in the last five years and 
that the day of the tenant farm- 
er is passing. 

One man who declined use of 
his name said that six years 
ago he had 30 families working 
his 3500 acres. One man work- 
ing with mules could handle 10 
to 15 acres in those days, he 
said. Now he has a four-row 
tractor with which one man can 
work 150 acres. He has a one- 
row cotton picker that can pick 
five to seven bales a day, as 
much as 50 field hands can ac- 
complish. The new machinery 
also prevents weeds from grow- 
ing between rows, eliminating 
the need for a farm hand to 
chop it out, he said. 

A farmer now not only can 
harvest his own crop,. but can 
make payments on' his equip- 
ment by using it to pick his 
neighbor’s crop, he said. In the 
last three years, between 60 and 
65: new. cotton-picking machines 
have been purchased by farm- 
ers in the county, about half of 
them in the last 12 months. 

Another factor cited for the de- 
creasing need for sharecroppers 
is Government controls which 
limit the amount of acreage that 
can be devoted to cotton. The 
acreage has been decreased con- 
siderably since 1954 so that about 
40,000 acres in the county now 
are devoted ts cotton. Twice 
that much could be used in ear- 
lier years, farmers said. 


Scoff at Tent City. 

White persons scoffed at the 
tent village as nothing more 
than a publicity stunt. They 
pointed to mumerous offers of 
jobs that have come from farm- 
ers 
which have been turned down 
by sharecroppers facing evic- 
tion. Negroes who move from 
the county could not help in the 
voting rights struggle.

Georg ' Solti returned ito St. 

Louis for two week-end engage- 

ments and directed his first coh- 
cert with the St. Louis Sym- 
phony Orchestra last night. Ow- 
ing to the season, the attendance 
was not large at Kiel Auditorium 
| Opera House, but the reception 
| given to Mr. Solti upon his en- 
trance was plain evidence of the 
| regard in which he is held by the 
| musical public of St. Louis. 

The opening work of the con- 
cert was Schubert’s Symphony 
No. 5 in B Flat, a work of great 
charm in the manner of Hayden 
and Mozart. Mr. Solti and the 
orchestra gave it a performance 
appropriately relaxed and in- 
cisive. The performance was 
notable for its finish, its balance 
and its beauty of tone in ensem- 
ble passages. 

If any objection can be raised 
to Mr, Solti’s treatment of this 

serenely lyrical work, it would 

be to the andante, which was a 
little fast, so fast that a com- 
plete realization of all the poetic 
subtleties was hardly possible. 

The overall effectiveness of the 
performance, however, was not 
disturbed very much by this con- 
ception of the second movement, 


The chief novelty on the pro- 
gram was the Nocturne for 
Tenor and Small Orchestra by 
the British composer Benjamin 
Britten. Leslie Chabay,

Builder Sees 
Good Year 


For Homes 


By JOHN M. DICKERMAN 
Executive Vice President, Nation- 
al Association of Home Builders 

We, in the home building in- 
dustry, look ahead. In 1961, we 
ere looking to build many more 
new homes for those families in 
the low and medium income 
brackets. 

This growing emphasis on 
building homes in the $10,000 to 
$12,000 price bracket is highlight- 
ed by the intentions of the Buidd- 
ers’ Economic Council of ‘the 
National Association of Home 
Builders. 

These builders — usually the 
bellwethers of the entire industry 
—plan to increase their produc- 
tion in this price class by 32 per 
cent. 

Nationally, we expect the con- 
struction of slightly more than 
the 1,250,000 new homes erected 
in 1960. However, an increase in 
production could be more sub- 
stantial than this if the rather 
uncertain economic situation 
brightens. 

Regardless of the economic 
picture, members of the NAHB 
plan definite steps in 1961 to 
improve their own and the in- 
dustry’s business. For one thing, 
builders plan a merchandising 
program to improve the market- 
ing of their homes. In addition, 
they anticipate improvements in 
home construction so that even 


without the merchandising pro-— 


gram, the houses will ‘‘sell them- 
selves.”

Factory Builders of Homes 


Most Cheerful on Outlook for 1961 


WASHINGTON, D. C. (UPI— 
The makers of prefabricated 
houses seem to be the least down- 
hearted of the home-builders 
these days. 


In fact, they sound extra cheer- 
ful on 1961 prospects. Their in- 
dustry has been growing smartly 
since World War II and they are 
“looking forward to a banner 
1961," according to the indus- 
try’s magazine, Manufactured 
Homes. 


Optimism among businessmen 
is not extraordinary. Most any 
businessman, from the corner 
merchant to Secretary of Com- 
merce Frederick H. Mueller, will 
tell you a businessman has to be 
optimistic. 

This dictum notwithstanding, 
there has been a noticeable lack 
of optimism among home-build- 
ers. Some industry spokesmen 
have predicted a small rise of 
about 50,000 units in 1961 from 
1960’s disappointing 1,300,000 farm 
and non-farm housing starts. The 
National Association of Home 
Builders polled 430.of its mem- 
bers and reported: 

“The builders were short on 
optimism and long on- caution 
with ‘regard to home building’s 


joe. 


short-term future. . . . On the 
1961 outlook the builders predict- 
ed no change from 1960's level.” 


Stands Out Sharply. 


In contrast to this somber mood, 
the optimism of the home man- 
ufacturing industry stands out 
sharply. Behind its confidence 
stands the industry’s growth. 
Shipments of factory-built home 
components have about tripled 
since 1946. 


In 1959 shipments hit a record 
120,000 houses. This year they 
declined about 10 per cent, in 
contrast to an over-all drop of 
20 per cent in housing starts. 

“Looking forward to a banner 
year in 1961, industry officials 
expect that sales of house pack- 
ages will reach the. 150,000-unit 
level,” Manufactured Homes 
said. 

Within the industry, the maga- 
zine said, there are two schools 
of thought about markets to tap: 

—Some firms are shooting for 
the low-cost mass-housing mar- 
ket. Stressing economy, they plan 
to offer houses to sell for $8500 
exclusive of land. 

Double Market. 

—Other home manufacturers 

“have switched their major ef-

fort to serving the ‘second-time’ 
buyer. They believe that fam- 
ilies ‘moving up’ from their first 
homes constitute the big market 
Models designed for 
families ‘‘moving up” are priced 
from $13,000 to $18,000 and in- 
clude ground-level ramblers and 
two-story styles. 

The magazine estimates there 
are some 300 companies in the 
United States and Canada pro- 
ducing packaged homes. They 
sell their house packages to some 


10,000 builder-dealers who range 
from small operators to develop- 
ers of large subdivisions. In 1960 
these builder-dealers erected 
about 12 per cent of all the sin- 


gle-family houses put up in the. 


United States. 


Home manufacturers claim 
their greatest asset—and prom- 
ise for the future—is cost con- 
trol. The magazine claims use

Leaque Sees 


Much Change 
Next Decade 


The housing market In the 
1960s will be vastly different 
from that of the 1950s, with less 
emphasis placed on the liberal- 
ization of mortgage credit to 
stimulate home building, the 
United States Savings and Loan 
League reported yesterday. 

Norman Strunk, league execu- 

tive vice president, and Dr. Leon 
T. Kendall, league economist, 
said the housing of the 1960s 
“will be tied more to family in- 
comes, household formations and 
the ability of the housing indus- 
try to entice existing home own- 
ers to trade up in the quality 
of homes,”’ with financing prob- 
ably playing ‘“‘a more subdued 
role.” 
Strunk and Kendall expressed 
their views in the ‘Quarterly 
Letter,” a league review of 
trends in personal savings and 
home financing. 

“Because we find ourselves to- 
day at a point where further 
liberalization in terms {n both 
conventional loans and govern- 
ment-backed mortgages produces 
very little effect on monthly 
payments,” the two league of- 
ficials said, “‘we can expect little 
stimulation of housing through 
financial arrangements, barring 
a comp!cte change in the method 
by which homes are purchased.” 

In the decade of the .1950s, 
which may one day be termed 
the ‘“‘golden era’’ of the home 
building industry, they said, 
changes in mortgage financing 
terms—down payment, length of 
mortgage contract, credit stand- 
ards — produced substantial 
changes in the volume of home 
building activity. They con- 
tinued: 

“This liberalization of terms 
was an especially potent force in 
our post-war housing market and 
accelerated the effect of rising 
incomes on housing demand. 

“In savings and loan associa- 
tions, for example, the down pay- 
ment on a typical loan was re- 
duced from 37 per cent in 1951 
to 26 per cent in 1960. The ma- 
turity on a typical loan moved 
from 16 years to 20 years and 
over during the same interval. 
On the FHA and VA mortgage 
contracts, the shifts were even 
more substantial and reached 
well down the income ladder.” 

Noting that extension of ma- 
turities beyond 20 years pro 
duces lesser reduction. in month- 
ly payments, Messrs. Strunk and 
Kendall suggested that “those 
interested in keeping home 
building at a pace comparable 
to the record in. the post-war 
years may now have to find 
ways other than financing tech- 
niques to energize their mar- 
ket.” 

“‘Perhaps,”’ they said, ‘greater 
attention will be given to con- 
struction costs and home de- 
sign. In any event, it seems that 
during the 1960s the correlation 
between the status of the money 
markets and residential construc- 
tion activity may not be so 
high.” 

In a discussion of today’s 
changed home building picture, 
the two league officials noted 
that the industry is no longer 


‘dominated by small-scale arti- 


sans. Among other things, they 
said, most home building is done 
by relativelay few firms, and 
cited statistics showing that the 
top 10 per: cent of builders in 
volume of activity put up al- 
most 60 per cent of the houses 
built. | 

They said: 

“‘We can probably expect the 
larger builders to take a greater 
interest in monetary and fiscal 
policy. In the operations of gov- 
ernment agencies and in re- 
search and community planning. 
They will be more inclined to 
work through trade associations 
and other ways on the problems 
of merchandising and market- 
ing. 

“The size of their operations 
demands that they tie them- 
selves to their community plan- 
ning groups more closely than 
might an artisan builder. Inter- 
est in statistics and education 
for homebuilding is also apt to 
rise among the group. 

“The growing size and spe- 
cialization among home-building 
firms introduce a new dimension 
to the 1960s, which, although yet 
not fully. assessed, certainly will 
have much to say about the 
character of the housing marker 
of tomorrow.”

The Bomb: Chances of Setting World 
Afire Grow as Nuclear Club Expands 


Weapon Would Be Used 
As Form of Blackmail in 
Some Hands, Increasing 
Danger, Experts Warn.

WASHINGTON, Dec, 31. 
THE DREADED EXPANSION of 
the nuclear club proceeds with the 
inevitability of fate. France made 
its third test explosion Dec. 27 in 


the Sahara and is now ready to - 


spend 3$1,000,000,000 through 1964 to 

provide itself with an independent 
an oe + nit 

nuciear striking force. France thus 

becomes the fourth nuclear power 

after the United States, the Soviet 

Union and Great Britain. 

The British physicist, Sir Charles P. 
Snow, in an address this week before the 
American Association for the Advancement 
of Science, declared: ‘All physical scien- 
tists know that it is relatively easy to make 
piutonium. ... . We know that.for a dozen 
or more states, it will take perhaps. six 
years, perhaps less. Even the best-informed 
of us always exaggerates these periods.” 

One nuclear expert told the Post-Dispatch 
that with a fund of a billion dollars he 
could go to Haiti, for example, and within 
three years be ready to produce hydrogen 
bombs. Another said that any nation with 
the technical capability, or with assistance. 
willing to spend $200,000,000 in three or four 
years’ time cou'd be producing enough plu- 
tonium to build a small stock of atomic 
bombs. 


THE FEARS that the present members 
of the nuclear club have about its expan- 
sion was expressed by Snow when he said: 
“We know with the certainty of statistical 
truth, that if enough of these weapons are 
made—by enough different states—some of 
them are going to blow up through acci- 
dent, or folly, or madness—but the motives 
don’t matter. What does matter is the na- 
ture of the statistical fact.’ 


Joseph Alsop, writing in the Post-Dis- 
patch this week, said that at the Pugwash 
conference in Moscow in November, the 
Soviet chemist Semenov presented a paper 
*‘mathematically proving that the chance of 
an accidental H-bomb war would increase 
in direct proportion to the square of the 
number of nations possessing H-bombs.” 

American nuclear experts, asked’ about 
this statement, discounted any such mathe- 
matical .assumption, but agreed that the 
greater the number of nations possessing 
nuclear weapons, the greater the danger of 
war became. 

It is felt by these experts that revoluticn- 
ary leaders such as Fidel Castro in Cuba, 
or Gamal Abdel Nasser of the United Arab 
Republic, would not. hesitate to use nuclear 


blackmail, which. could easily lead to use 


of nuclear weapons, the one to promote his 
revolution and the other to destroy Israel 
or to unify the Arab states under him. 


American experts do not agree with Snow 
that ‘‘a dozen or more’’ nations are capable 
of developing nuclear weapons in six years 
or less. They see the possibility of an anx- 
iety to develop nuclear weapons in China, 
Sweden, Israel, the United Arab Republic 
and Switzerland. - 


GERMANY, Japan and Italy have the 
technical skills and industrial power to 
develop nuclear explosives, but each, for 
different reasons, lacks the desire to do so. 

West Germany has agreed by treaty to 
foreswear nuclear weapons development 
and is, at present, fully committed to place 
all its armed forces under control of the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization. West 
Germany, the experts agree, is determined 
to stake its defense on the common defense 
of western Europe and has no inclination 
to try again to become an independent mili- 
tary power, either nuclear or conventional. 

Japan, having been the victim of the only 
nuclear explosions directed at an enemy, 
has a horror of nuclear weapons that will be 
hard to overcome unless conditions change 
markedly. Today it is politically impossible 
for any government in Japan to proceed in 
this direction. However, if China develops 
a nuclear force and continues to be hostile 
toward Japan, Japanese sentiment could 
change. 

Italy has the scientific skills and the fi- 
nancial and industrial capacity for nuclear 
weapons development. However, there has 
never been evidence in any circles, mili- 
tary or political, of any desire.to create an 
independent nuclear force in Italy. Italy, 
like Germany, has cast its lot with the 
common defense of Europe through NATO. 


Soviet European satellites, such as East 
Germany, Czechoslovakia and Poland, 
have the skills and capacity, but they are 
controlled in this respect by the Soviet 
Union. Such a development would be a 
threat to the Soviet Union, rather than a 
military help, and is currently out of the 
question. 


Red China, however, is not a satellite, 
but -an allied Communist power with its 
own purpose of expansion in Asia. Accord- 
ing to a Moscow radio broadcast last June, 
China, with the help of Soviet experts, built 
its first experimental nuclear reactor with 
a capacity of 7000 to 10,000 kilowatts in 
1958. A cyclotron was put into operation 
the same year. The broadcast said also 
that the Soviet Union is now helping to 
build a water-reactive reactor and that the 
builders have completed and turned over a 
much larger cyclotron. # 

The Chinese reported as early as 1957 
that they were processing their own urani- 
um and thorium from Chinese ores. Recent 
intelligence reports indicate that the Chi- 
scse now have four nuclear reactors.

One 10,000-kilowatt reactor can produce 
approximately three kilograms (6.6 pounds) 


of plutonium a year. On this basis, it would 


take from 18 months to two years to obtain 
enough plutonium from one reactor to mak 


an atomic explosion possible.

In 1958 Foreign Minister Chen 
“China will have nuclear weapons in 
not too distant future.’ Lin Ya-lou, com- 
mander of the Red Chinese air force, has 
spoken of “‘atomic weapons and rockets, 
made by the workers, engineers and scien- 
tists of our own country.” 

Intelligence estimates give this year or 
next as the probable time that the Chinese 
will- be able to set off their first nuclear 
explosion. It is anticipated that by that 
time they will also have developed ballistic 
missiles. 

Chinese scientists have said a number of 
times since 1958 that China will put its own 
earth satellites into the sky. This is all for 
peaceful purposes, as is the development of 
a nuclear industry, their announcements 
claim. But a nuclear industry can also 
build nuclear weapons and a rocket launch- 
er that can put a satellite into orbit can 
also be used to launch a nuclear warhead 
over intercontinental distances. 

Unless some enforceable agreement is 
reached that will prohibit the development 
and testing of nuclear explosives, Ameri- 
can experts agree generally that Red China 
will sooner or later join the nuclear club. 

Why should China, France or Great Brit- 
ain want to spend the large sums and effort 
to obtain nuclear weapons? Soviet Premier 
Nikita S. Khrushchev gave one answer in 
Moscow in 1956 in the presence of the 
writer. He was twitting the British and 
French Ambassadors and, air magshals 
about their military backwardness. To the 
French air marshal he said: ‘‘Of course, 
France is only a second-class power; it is 
too poor to develop weapons.”’

WHITE HOUSE press conference innova- 
tions by President-elect John F, Kennedy 
promise to be as daring as those of former 
President Roosevelt and as modern as 
those of President Eisenhower. 

The public will gain if the Kennedy ad- 
vances prove as successful as the greater 
freedoms granted reporters by Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, who abolished the rigid require- 
ment of written questions, and Mr. Eisen- 
hower, who permitted direct quotation of 
his remarks and allowed still and motion 
picture photographers to record the ses- 
sions. 


By the announcement this week that the 
incoming President wanted ‘“‘live’”’ televi- 
sion coverage of some and perhaps all 
news conferences, Kennedy took a long step 
toward greater use of these meetings as a 
forum for discussion of governmental issues 


and a platforth for partisan propaganda. 


Another improvement was his decision 
to drop the requirement, first imposed by 
former President Truman, that the ques- 
tioner announce his name and the organ- 
ization represented. This is expected to 
give time for more questions. Some pub- 
licity seeking correspondents—-radio corre- 
spondents are the more persistent offen- 
ders—have usurped valuable time by leng- 
thy inquiries that often reflected their per- 
sonal views. Newspaper reporters, some- 
times at the insistence of their editors, 
frequently have asked local, trivial or 
loaded questions to advertise themselves 
or their publications. 


KENNEDY ALSO PLANS to return to the 
practice of the Roosevelt-Truman years of 
alternating the sessions between the morn- 
ing and afternoon.

[hese are the projections of the experts 
in the Department of Labor. Corrected by 
the statistical formula which allows for a 
normal drop in employment at this. season 
of the year, the percentages are not so 
high.

First, and passage should come shortl\ 
after the new Congress meets, will be a 
measure to provide the states with funds 
to extend unemployment payments.

Under 
the law, which was made tougher last Sep- 
tember at the special session of Congress, 
a state may not borrow from the Federal 
Government until it is within seven weeks 
of running out of funds to meet the regular 
payments.

At 
the same time that he. seeks to end the 
recession, Kennedy must work to stop the 
outflow of gold that has had a profoundly

Indications are that Kennedy takes the 
view that the way to halt the outflow is 
not by near-panic measures such as those 
belatedly taken by the Eisenhower Ad-

2. Written questions would be required 
for inquiries about foreign policy and na- 
tional security, This would be a return in 
part to the Harding-Coolidge-Hoover days. 
Harding laid down this rule after he had in- 
correctly stated an American position taken 
at an arms conference. The mistake was 
quickly corrected by the Secretary of State. 
Coolidge stipulated that when he declined 
to answer a written question the fact that 
it had been submitted could not be printed. 
At one conference 14 identical questions 
were submitted. He ignored them all. 

_ 3. Large conferences might be confined 
to specific subjects, presumably non-contro- 
versial, Smaller conferences on touchy in- 
ternational affairs.—might be held for 
selected correspondents, presumably spe- 
cialists, who would not, however, be al- 
lowed to attribute the source of the infor- 


mation obtained. 


The memorandum daes not tell how these 
privileged reporters would be selected or 
how the jealousies of the uninvited could 
be quieted, In practice, Secretaries of State 
and Defense and Chiefs of Staff hold “‘off- 
the-record”’ meetings with a limited number 
of correspondents, usually as the guests of 
the writers who assume the responsibility 
for selecting those who attend.

A special anti-recession task force headed 
by Prof. Paul Samuelson of the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology is working 
out the details of these and other recom- 
mendations, Their report should be avail- 
able to the President-elect early in January 
and he will draw on it for the messages he 
sends to Congress shortly after his inau- 
guration, 


THE SAMUELSON and Galbraith views 
coincide with those of Prof. Walter Heller, 
45-vear-old economist of the University of 
Minnesota, whom Kennedy has designated 
as chairman of the Council of Economic 
Advisers. All three are reported in accord 
on immediate steps to ease credit restric- 
tions, put new money into public projects 
and thereby stimulate the lagging economy. . 
They are reported to oppose any reduc- 
tion in the income tax which is automat- 
ically deducted from payrolls even though 
the economy should remain soft in Febru- 
arv. Such a reduction—or even doing away 
with it entirely for several months—has 
been urged on Kennedy by somé labor 
leaders, Likewise, they feel that massive 
public. works should not be initiated since 
they could not be put into motion quickly 
enough and they might at a later time, 
when the economy has recovered, feed the 
forces of inflation. 


If in the early spring the economy has 
failed to respond to the initial measures, 
then the team of economists would al- 
most certainly propose that income taxes, 
in the lower brackets particularly, either 
be cut or set aside for several months. 
During his campaign Kénnedy said that 
if the recession should continue it might 
be necessary to reduce taxes to stimu- 
late spending. He indicated that this 
would be a temporary measure—an ex- 
ception to the rule of the balanced budg- 
et that he pledged in several campaign 
speeches.” 


Many of the proposals Kennedy put for- 
ward in campaigning in the fall provide ad- 
ditional spending. One of the foremost is 
schoo] construction and another is area 
redevelopment to check the blight of slums 
in the big cities. But even if these are 
quickly adopted by Congress their effect 
is slow since it takes months for the money 
appropriated to get into the spending 
stream, 

That is why the Kennedy economic ads 
visers put such stress on extending the 
unemployment benefits. Money made avail 
able to the jobless goes immediately into 
purchases for goods. And another advan- 
tage is that as soon as the economy begins 
to revive and these men get jobs this spend- 
ing stream is automatically shut off. 


ONE OF THE MANY task forces hard at 
work trying to provide the new adminis- 
tration with a detailed prospectus for-the 
future is charged with finding ways to 
improve the Social Security System and 
the: varied public assistance programs, with 
special emphasis on the medical care pro- 
gram the new President will propose at 
once. This force is headed by Prof. Wilbur 
Cohen, University of Michigan expert on 
Social Security.

Trout in Missouri 
Your editorial of Dec. 19 relating 
to trout fishing was a most pro- 
vocative plea for the State of Mis- 
souri to provide ‘‘more fishing 
water,”’ which the State of Missouri 
‘ js doing every year through the 
Conservation Commission under the 
community lake program and sther 
programs. Unfortunately, the writer 
confined himself to a plea for only 
more trout fishing water, and 
solved the problem he posed in the 
same fashion I have solved prob- 
lems in my own editorials over the 
years: he airily called for. obtain- 
ing streamside fishing easements 
and stocking trout in other suitable 
streams. si 
Unfortunately, the problem is 
slightly more complicated than the 
editorial tends to indicate. The rea- 
son waters are crowded in the state 
parks where trout are stocked by 
the Conservation Commission is— 
partly, at least—precisely because 
they are state parks with camping 
grounds, cooking ovens, cabins, res- 
taurants and various other bless- 
ings of civilization. The Commis- 
sion does stock other waters with 
trout, and doesn’t even make any 
charge for fishing in them. 


In fact, within the last three 
years, trout fishing waters have 
been expanded many, many times 
in excess of the three state parks 
mentioned by your editorial writer. 

Quite apart from the fact that the 
state has thus provided vastly more 
fishing water for trout, there is an- 
other factor that would appear of 
sOme importance even though it 
has been overlooked. The Con- 
servation Commission, despite the 
addition of a new trout hatchery 
within the last three years at a 
high cost, has been barely able to 
supply an adequate number of trout 
for the waters now being managed. 


Finally, it isn’t quite true that 
the trout fishermen in these man- 
aged waters pay all the costs of 
trout fishing. Their $1 fee at Mon- 
tauk, Roaring River, Bennett Spring 
and Meramec Spring branch does 
pay the operational costs but noth- 
ing at all is left over for the capital 
investment, which can be very 
great. For instance, the Conserva- 
tion Commission had to spend $100,- 
000 for a new dam at Bennett 
Spring Park this year.

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Challenge 6f the New Year 


“The Kennedy Administration is preparing 
to take command of the government at a mo- 
ment when the United States faces unprece- 
dented challenges—and opportunities—the 
world around. It. is not likely to be a happy 


+ New Year for President-elect Kennedy, but 


if can be an exciting and satisfying one if he 
and the able men he is gathering around him 
can set this country once again on the path 
to vigorous and enlightened leadership. 

It is fortunate that Mr. Kennedy is young 
and energetic, and that his advisers and de- 
partment heads are men of imagination, flex- 
ibility and initiative. The country will need 
all the brains and determination it can muster 
in the coming months. The new Administra- 
tion leaders already are at work on plans to 
be pursued immediately after the Jan. 20 
presidential inauguration. 

There is no time to lose. The forward mo- 
tion of the Eisenhower Administration, which 
never had much steam behind it, came to a 
halt months ago. It was superseded by a 
period of uncertainty as the nation paused 
to fight an election campaign, and by a period 
of even more severe inanition as the transfer 
of power from one party to another began. 
Something like this is inevitable in the Ameri- 
can system, but it disconcerts our allies and 
provides opportunities for our foes. 

The Russians have been playing with great- 
er intensity theif double game of selective 
pressure and selective appeasement. They 
continue to attack United Nations Secretary 
General Dag Hammarskjold for his activities 
in The Congo and prosecute their “rule or 
ruin” policy toward the U.N. They furnish 
military aid to the anti-government rebels in 
Laos. They forge closer ties with the Castro 
regime in Cuba. 

* ~ ~ 


But at the same time they woo Mr. Ken- 
nedy, apparently in the interest of an early 
summit conference. In a speech a few days 
ago Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei Gromyko 
said he was authorized to declare that his 
government “is completely willing to pro- 
mote a change for the better in Soviet-Ameri- 
can relations.” And as supporting evidence 
the Soviets withhold the application of fur- 
ther pressure on Berlin. 


Meeting the global Soviet challenge will be 
the new Administration’s Number One task. 
This involves policies both general and spe- 
cific. The situation in Laos, for example, is 
deteriorating and cannot wait. The danger 
that East and West will meet in conflict there 
in a sort of Spanish civil war must somehow 
be averted. A similar danger is incipient in 
The Congo. Formulation of a policy toward 
Cuba is imperative. 

On a broader scale, creative new policies 
must be devised for Africa, Asia and 
South America, the underdeveloped areas 
which the United States has neglected and 
where crucial decisions must be made. How, 
for example, can we support our ally France, 
a key NATO component, and at the same time 
foster Algerian self-determination? And what 


do we do about our ally Chiang Kai-shek on 
Formosa and the imperative necessity for 
revising our policy toward Communist China? 
And what is to be done about revising our 
U.N. policies to insure U.N. survival as a 
world forum?” 

With these and other internatidnal' prob- 
lems bearing down upon him Mr. Kennedy 
can count himself lucky that there is no do- 
mestic crisis that must be relieved immedi- 
ately. Unemployment is of deep concern, but 
he has a little time in which to move, and 
experience to draw upon. His over-all prob 
lem at home is to increase economic activity 
and stimulate growth, thus to construct the 
economic base and leadership from which té 
launch his long-term foreign policies.

Despite the narrow margin of his popular 
victory, Mr. Kennedy is in a peculiarly ad- 
vantageous position to put ‘his domestic and 
foreign program through Congress. He has 
served in both Senate and House; the Vice 
President-el ‘ct is-the Senate Majority Lead- 
er, Lyndon Johnson of Texas, one of the most 
effective legislative operators in Congres- 
sional history; the Speaker of the House is 
also a Texan and a close associate of Mr. 
Johnson, the patriarchal Sam Rayburn. Mr. 
Kennedy will have an extremely strong Sen- 
ate leadership team in the moderate Senator 
Mansfield as Majority Leader, the liberal 
Senator Humphrey as his assistant, and the 
conservative Senator Smathers of Florida as 
head of the Democratic policy committee. 

There are moves afoot to limit filibusters, 
to reduce the power of the House Rules Com- 
mittee and to liberalize the Senate Finance 
Committee, all of which will crystallize this 
week (Congress reconvenes Tuesday). Once 
those Miurdles are past, Mr. Kennedy, even 
bef@ére his inauguration, will be involved in 
the party’s législative program as bills are 
introduced. The big legislative fights will 
come later, however. 


Mr. Kennedy is likely to have an easy time 
with his program for aiding depressed areas, 
but he may. run into trouble on_ housing, 
minimum wage increases, aid to education 
and medical care for the aged. He is under 
pressure to devise a farm program and will 
meet with farm experts to discuss the sub- 
ject in a few days. And-he must give prior- 
ity to defense reorganization. 

By and large the President-elect has done 
a brilliant job of organizing his new Admin- 
istration. What he will need.to do before 
his inauguration is to fill the remaining top 
jobs and marshal his forces for an attack to 
start with his inaugural address. President 
Roosevelt’s actions in the hours following his 
inaugural in 1933 electrified the country; the 
people knew that for better or worse stagna- 
tion was ended. 

Mr. Kennedy’s task will be of the same 
nature. If he can impart a feeling that the 
country has shaken off its torpor and is strik- 
ing out boldly along new paths, he will have 
made a good start. 


The Highway Vacancy : 

Governor-elect John Dalton already faces 
decisions crucial to the future conduct of 
the state government’s biggest business—its 
highway system. The urgency of these deci- 
sions is increased by the departure of Chief 
Engineer Rex Whitton to become federal 
highway administrator. 

The Governor does not, technically, name 
the chief engineer. The Highway Commission 
does that. But the terms of two excellent 
commissioners, A. D. Sappington of Colum- 
bia and W. M: Robertson of Joplin, have ex- 
pired. In naming their successors, Mr. Dal- 
ton will have a strong if indirect influence 
in the choice of a chief engineer. 

Missouri’s highway department, under its 
bipartisan commission and with its . merit 
system, is designed to keep politics out of 
road building. Whether it does so or not 
depends on how well the commissioners and 
the chief engineer resist legislators who want 
patronage or local road favoritism, and stand 
off the oil lobby, truck lobby, rural road 
lobby and other groups with special interests 
in highway policy. 

These political pressures will grow in 1961 
because the Legislature must consider an 
expanded highway rogram and possible 
higher road use taxes. There will be a temp- 
tation for bargaining to support the new pro- 
gram in return for some voice in the selec- 
tion of highway officials. But Mr. Dalton 
can prevent the pressures, the temptations 
and the bargaining simply by providing new 
leadership for the highway program before 
the legislative session gets well under way. 

The commission and chief engineer vacan- 
cies ought to be filled quickly; the new road 
program ought to be considered later and 

apart from the personnel problem. Then 
Missouri can continue to keep politics out of 
its road building. 


Less Chrome, Better Health 


After all the publicity about California’s 
law against automobile exhaust fumes, the 
state’s Motor Vehicle Pollution Control Board 
is at last acting against the prime cause of 
Los Angeles smog. It is equipping the 3500 
official Los Angeles County cars with fume- 
control devices. The device, it is said, will be 
required on all new cars in 1962, and on all 
cars in 1963. The cost of the fume-burner 
and its installation is set at $15, although 
auto-builders say a 100 per cent purifier 
would cost between $50 and $100. Even at 
the top figure, it is a little difficult to under- 
stand why so little has been done to make 
these devices standard equipment every- 
where. The deleterious effects of automobile 
exhaust ‘fumes are beyond debate. So it 
seems that Detroit: might sacrifice some 
chrome—or even a few inches of length— 
for the sake of its customers’ health.

If There Is a Blacklist 


Interest in the $7,500,000 antttrust suit 
filed against leading film companies by a 
dozen Hollywood writers and actors, who say 
they were victimized, by a political blacklist, 
depends on where one sits. 

For those who filed the suit, it is a matter 
of reputation and livelihood. For lawyers, 
it is an interesting invocation of the Sher- 
man Act in what is essentially a civil rights 
case. But most of us will watch for the light 
it may throw on the alleged blacklist. 

The question 1s whether, under the /pres- 
sures of McCarthyism and its relicts, the film 


companies conspired to draw up a list of 
persons who refused to answer the questions 
of congressional investigators, claimed the 
protection of the Fifth or the First Amend- 
ment, or in some similar manner made them- 
selves unpopular in asserting their rights as 
citizens. The question, further, is whether 
such persons are denied employment simply 
because they are listed. 

The existence of a blacklist was suggested 
by a report published by the Fund for the 
Republic, by Frank Sinatra’s recent discharge 
of a writer—apparently under pressure, and 
by the experiences of those who have filed 
this suit. The movie-makers, however, deny 
that there is such a list. They may welcome 
the opportunity to prove this to the satisfac- 
tion of judge and jury. 


Regulator for Regulators? 


President-elect Kennedy chose the logical 
man in James M. Landis to help reform the 
work of federal regulatory agencies. Mr. 
Landis drew up the plans for reform; beyond 
that, he has served on two of the agencies 
and as dean of the Harvard Law School. 

As a special presidential assistant, Mr. 
Landis can help install vigorous personnel 
and reorganize procedures in this neglected 
“fourth branch” of government. Once that 
work is done, he might be considered for a 
permanent White House post, which he also 
suggested, to oversee the regulatory agencies. 
Yet it is also possible that he will work him- 
self out of that job. 

There is a serious question as to whether 
such an office, on a permanent basis, might 
not give the President undue influence with 
the regulatory commissions. They are, after 
all, expected to be independent. That means 
independent of the President, as well as of 
Congress or special interest groups. Mr. 
Landis himself criticized past intervention in 
regulatory affairs by White House assistants. 
Should the possibility of executive interven- 
tion be perpetuated? 

The answer may be that a permanent of- 
fice will prove unnecessary. At the moment, 
the sad estate of regulation warrants presi- 
dential attention. But if President-elect Ken- 
nedy can, with Mr. Landis’s help, effect a 
sound reorganization, the essential reforms 
will have been accomplished. Regulation 
should then be able to run its independent 
course without special overseers. 


For Petitioneers 

A citizen who is circulating petitions in 
behalf of five School Board candidates asks 
us to pass on to other circulators a bit of 
useful information. The law requires that, 
to be valid on a nominating petition, the 
voter's name must be signed exactly as it 
appears on the registration list. Many voters 
can’t remember how their names appear on 
this list. Our petitioneer has discovered that 
the Republican and Democratic committee- 
men for her precinct could furnish her with 
a registration list, thus enabling her to tell 
the voter how his name appears, and thus 
reducing the risk of an invalid signature on 
the nominating petition. 

Petitions nominating the five School Board 
candidates supported by the Citizens Associa- 
tion for the Public Schools must be complet- 
ed by Jan. 3, which is Tuesday, and the As- 
sociation wants 50,000 signatures by then.

Landis Report Raises Two Issues: 
Are Regulatory Posts Sufficiently 
Challenging to Draw Good Men, and 
How Can These Be Found?

“GOOD MEN can make poor laws workable; poor men will 


wreak havoc with good laws.” 


In these words, President-elect John F. Kennedy’s adviser 
on The federal regulatory agencies, James M. Landis, this week 
summed up the prime difficulty Kennedy will face as he ad- 
dresses himself to the monumental task of revitalizing and re- 
forming the creaky “fourth branch of government.”’ 


Landis’s report to the incom- 
ing President, an 87-page docu- 
ment, was 1 table for a com- 
pressed wealth of specific rec- 
ommendations, many of them of 
a technical nature. 

But after all the detailed plans 
and proposals are threshed out 
at the White House and in Con- 
gress and either adopted, modi- 
fied or rejected, Landis’s cen- 
tral conclusion—wili remain to 
challenge the Democratic Chief 
Executive. 

He must find ways to attract 
men of high caliber, great integ- 
rity and broad experience to the 
vitally-important boards and 
commissions which regulate huge 
sectors of the nation’s economy, 
for the ultimate protection of the 
consumer. 


TWO RELATED problems, al- 
most equally vexing, will con- 
front the new President: 

1. If he is able to improve the 
tone and standing of the agen- 
cies, by bringing in. men of in- 
dependent judgment committed 
to the need for strong, impartial 
regulation, how will he go about 
seeing to it that they fairly re- 
flect- and implement the aims of 
his Administration without un- 
warranted meddling in their 
work? 

2. Will Kennedy be able to 
weed out. weak, unfit or incom- 
petent commissioners speed ly, 
before their fixed terms expire, 
in order to expedite refurbish- 
ing the tarnished reputations of 
some of the administrative agen- 
cies and improving efficiency 
and morale? 

The overriding problem will 
involve the caliber of the men 
appointed. In. recognizing this, 
Landis, a widely-respected law- 
yer who has seen service on 
three of the big administrative 
agencies, came to the same 
fundamental conclusion reached 
by most other serious students 
of the regulatory process. 


“THE PRIME KEY to the im-| 
provement of the administrative 
process,” he reported to Ken- 
nedy, “‘is the selection. of quali- 
fied personnel . . . As long as 
the selection of men for key 
administrative posts is based 
upon political reward rather 
than competency, little else that 
is done will really matter. 

“Thus, the real issues are 
two: Are these posts sufficient- 
ly attractive to draw good men, 
and, how can these men be 
found?” 

Somewhat surprisingly, Landis 
does not suggest a boost in pay 
scales as the best incentive. This 
makes his report most unusual 
among federal studies.‘ Present 
salaries for top administrative 
personnel, he points out, are in 
the neighborhood of $20,000 a 
year, and he does not believe 
that an additional $2500 or even 
$5000 would improve things very 
much. 

The ‘key to, attracting good 
men, he reported to Kennedy, 
is whether the job is challeng- 
ing. In effect, this was equiva- 
lent to telling Kennedy that he 
is the key, for it is the Presi- 
dent, when all is said and done, 
who must create the conditions 
and the mood that will make 
service on the régulatory com- 
missions (and in the Executive 
Branch of Government) challeng- 
ing and vital. 


“IT IS GENERALLY admitted 
by most observers that since 
World War II a deterioration in 
the quality of our administrative 
personnel has taken place, both 
at the top level and throughout 
the staff,’ Landis declared in 
his report. 

“The causes for this are com- 
plex. The years since 1946, 
despite the Korean war, have 
been years of relative compla- 
cency as contrasted with the 
period from 1933 to 1941. The 
fires that then fed a passion for 
-public service have burned low, 
making recruitment an increas- 
ingly difficult task.’’ 

It will be up to the new Presi- 
dent to rekindle those fires. To 
help him, Kennedy has appointed | 
Landis as one of his special 


White House assistants, with the . 


assignment of preparing detailed 
plans for the reorganization of 
the regulatory agencies. It is 


expected that the job will be a) 


temporary one for Landis, per- 
haps a year or two. — 
In his report, however, the | 
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former dean of the Harvard Law 
School recommended the estab- 
lishment of a permanent office 
in the White House with the duty 
of overseeing the operations of 
the regulatory commissions. As 
envisaged by Landis, this office 
would have three main func- 
tions: 

1. It would assist the President 
in discharging his responsibility 
for seeing to it that the laws 
administered by the agencies are 
executed efficiently and faith- 
fully. It is this proposed func- 
tion which would make the head 
of the White House office, in ef- 
fect, the ‘“‘czar” of the regu- 
latory commissions. 

2. It would prepare detailed 
reorganization plans for the 
agencies, With particular em- 
pnasis on the Federal Power 
Commission, the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, the Civil 
Aeronautics Board and the Fed- 
eral Communications Commis- 
sion. As a special White House 
assistant, Landis will begin work 
on these reorganization blue- 
prints before the proposed office 
is set up. 

3. It would take over the func- 
tion, now exercised by the Bu- 
reau of the Budget, of providing 
managerial assistance to the 
regulatory agencies. It is not 
generally _realized that the 
Budget Bureau. for some years 
has been quietly providing ad- 
vice to.the supposedly-independ- 
ent agencies on how to improve 
their operations,, even to the 
point of engaging private mana- 
gerial consultants to make sur- 
veys of some of the major com- 
missions, 

Landis does not consider this 
wise. ‘“‘The Bureau of the 
Budget (has become) in essence 
a bureau of administrative man- 
agement (for the agencies), to 


‘the functions of which it could, 


if it so chose, attach powerful 
sanctions,” he declared in his 
report. 

Landis proposes to transfer 
this managerial assistance role 
to the proposed new office in the 
White House. Since Congress in- 
tended the regulatory agencies to 
be largely independent of the 
executive branch, the question 
could be raised whether such a 
transfer would enhancé or impair 
their independence. 

Landis deals with this point at 
least indirectly. The function of 


overseeing the agencies, he says, 


should be in “firm but friendly 
hands” and the head of the pro- 
posed new office should be a 
‘‘protagonist’’—for the agencies 
in their dealings with the Budget 
Bureau, the Presigent and Con- 
gress. 

As envisaged in the report, the 
regulatory “‘czar’’’ would be ‘‘a 
source of imaginative and crea- 
tive activity,’’ stimulating the 
agencies and engendering a “‘co- 
operative atmosphere” in which 
the various commissioners would 
be encouraged to do their best 
work. 

For that matter, Landis indi- 
cates thai in his opinion the in- 
dependence of the regulatory 
agencies may be a somewhat 
overworked popular image. He 
is not convinced that it is entire- 
ly realistic or desirable to expect 
them to operate at all times in 
a vacuum, completely apart from 
the executive. : 

“Presidential concern, with the 
work of the agencies, is impor- 
tant both from the standpoint of 
the President’s duty to see that 
the laws are faithfully executed 
and from the standpoint of the 
morale of the agencies, for they 
will then realize how imnortant 
their activities are to the na- 
tional scene,” he states in the 
report. 

Landis told the administrative 
law section of the American Bar 
Association last Aug. 29 that’! 
“the broad policy pursued by 
the (regulatory) agencies should 
fall in line with that. 9f the ad- 


‘ministration as a whole.” 


AT THE SAME TIME, the in- 
coming President is on record 
as strongly opposed to White 
House pressure on the regula- 
tory agencies. In a speech at 
Wittenberg College during the 
campaign, Kennedy urged a bar 
on ex parte (off the record) 
approaches by the Executive and 
Legislative Branches concerning 
matters pending before the 
agencies. __ |

The background possessed by 
these men and others like them 
is in contrast to the lack of ex- 
perience found in many of the 
present members of the regula- 
tory agencies. The Washington 
Evening Star reported this week 
that a survey it had conducted 
showed that about 40 per cent 
of the present members of seven 
of the major agencies ‘‘had no 
special qualifications, knowledge 
or background in the complex 
fields they were assigned to reg- 
ulate.’’ 

One of the criticisms most 
often heard during the Eisen- 
hower Administration was that 
Mr. Eisenhower and his then- 
assistant, Sherman Adams, 
loaded the regulatory agencies 
with mediocre, subservient men 
in order to insure that the agen- 
cies would be responsive to the 
President’s political philosophy. 


A PRESIDENT who appoints 
better men, in order to get bet- 
ter regulation, may find on oc- 
casion that the more spirited ap- 
pointees get their backs up when 
he tries:to dictate a course of 
action which he deems necessary 
but with which they may legiti- 
mately disagree. 

President Franklin D. Roose- 
velt encountered this more than 
once, notably with the ruggedly 


independent Commissioner Jos- | 
eph Eastman of the Interstate | 
Commerce Commission, consid- | 
ered one of the best men ever 


to serve on a federal regulatory 
agency. 

Relatively early in his term, 
Kennedy will.be able to effect

“Secondly, the - Soviet cur- 
riculum advances the pupil, 
especially alter grade 5, at a 
faster rate in mathematics and 
science concepts than do the 
usual American high school 
curriculums.”’ 
The report pointed out that 
the Russian curriculum.is a 
unified one, the same for all 
schools over an area ot 8,000,- 
000,000 square miles. The Rus- 
sians teach science subjects in 
parallel sequences, over a period 
of years, rather than concen- 
trated in one-year doses at a 
certain grade. 

For example, in the 10-year 
school, the Russian child will 
start taking physics in the sixth 
grade and continue through the 
tenth. Meanwhile he has started 
geography and biology in the 
fourth grade, continuing them 
through the ninth. He takes 
mathematics throughout the 
course of study, chemistry in 
grades seven through 10 

By American standards, this 
is a heavy load in the sciences, 
and a child must take it. Soviet 
educators were reported to shun 
integrated courses, such as s0- 
cial studies or ‘‘general science,” 
popular in the United States. 


DEPENDING ON GRADE 
LEVEL, the Russian child in 
school has from two to four 
hours of homework a day. He 
attends school six days a week 
and buys his own textbooks. The 
classroom atmosphere is formal, 
but balance and opportunities 
are provided by after-school 
“club” activities. 

“An atmosphere of strict dis- 
cipline pervaded each class- 
room,” reported the American 
study team after visiting a num- 
ber of schools in various parts of 
the Soviet Union. 

“The authority of the teacher 
seemed unquestioned, and the 
pupils seemed to strive to make 
favorable impressions by an- 
swering questions and otherwise 
performing as the teacher. want- 
ed them to. It is our impression 
that ‘the classroom demeanor 
and the instructional methods 
used were generally uniform 
throughout the U.S.S.R.” 

The observers, William K. 
Medlin, Clarence B. Lindquist 
and Marshall L. Schmitt of the 
Office of Education, ‘brought 
back detailed information about 
the Soviet curriculum, the new 
polytechnic education, and the 
training of teachers. 

“Many American high school 
science programs are richer and 
broader than the Soviet curricu- 
lum,” they said in concluding 
their report. ‘‘Each school sys- 
tem has curriculums designed to 
prepare youth for living in the 
conditions of their own country. 
Likewise, each has identifiable 
strengths and weaknesses within 
those contexts.”

THE BEDSIDE ‘GUARDIAN’ 9. (Ives 
Washburn, Inc., 256 pgs., $3.75.)

PERHAPS AS GOOD a way as any 
to.begin the New Year right is to provide 
oneself with just the right sort of bedside 
book. So-called bedside books can be so 
terribly disappointing. They can be so 
heavy that they nearly break your arms 
before you are half way down a page. 
‘he pieces of prose within are often 
much too long; you either fall asleep 
before you. are half way through, or they 
keep you awake so that the fleeting, 
precious moment when the soporific has 
done its work is missed and you don’t 
know whether it will ever return—and 
then when it does you sleep too long and 
are late to work. 


A third weakness of most ‘“‘bedside”’ 
books is that their editors assume that 
you want something so entirely trivial or 
inane—nonsense rhyme, for instance— 
that you can put your mind to sleep 
before your body. Either that or they 
labor under the brilliant idea that what 
we ideally need for our waking and sleep- 
less hours is something to chill our blood 
and give us nightmares instead of dreams. 


None of all that for me. I want a volume 
that is light in weight but not in mind; 
nothing. heavy or tedious or perplexing, 
however. I want subject matter of suffi- 
cient brevity that I can read a piece in 
five minutes, and of the sort of varied 
entertainment that will relax my mind at 
the same time as it tickles my humor 
and refreshes my spirits. Only then do 
I feel that the reading has been edifying, 
somniferous and of right duration. 


SUCH AN IDEAL bedside book I 
have found in this latest selection from 
The Guardian, 1959-1960. 


Here, for the uninitiated, I had better 
explain that The Guardian is the lately 
deceased Manchester Guardian, a news- 
paper of world renown.

SHELLEY, THE MAN AND THE POET, 
by Desmond King-Hele.

AS MR. KING-HELE modestly con- 
cedes in the Preface, his book is intended — 


for readers ‘‘who have no special knowl- 
edge of the subject.” He touches on most 
of the scholarly wrangles that have broken 
out around the person and poetry of 
Shelley, but he is content to bypass the 
conflicting evidence for a firm opinion of 
his own. He admires the poetry. He offers 
a good case, not easy to make, for the 
man, and he proposes that the greatest 
poems, such as ‘“‘Prometheus Unbound” 
and ‘‘Adonais,”’ still speak eloquently to 
the spirit of mankind. 


The special emphasis he claims is de- 
rived from his own training and occupa- 
tion in mathematics and scientific re- 
search. An honours graduate in mathe- 
matics of Cambridge, Mr. King-Hele has 
written papers and a text on Satellites, 
and works as a Principal Scientific Officer 
on guided missiles and earth satellites. 
Only in England perhaps could a man so

claim to be, I would have written a letter 
to the editor strongly protesting. 

The explanation given, in a foreword 
to the volume, just doesn’t hold water. 
They want to be thought of as a “‘national’”’ 
newspaper, just like the Telegraph or 
Times. But what they have done, for- 
sooth, is to sell their Lancashire birthright 
for a mess of national pottage. That just 
isn’t cricket; it’s what comes from too 
much playing the Fleet-street game. 


THE COLLECTION, however, is 
of Manchester quality throughout and that 
means top-grade. Everything is here from 
cabbages to queens, from radishes to 
Khrushchev. I don’t know where eise 
in the world you would find such journal- 
ism as is here displayed. Every piece 
has wit, and the appeal is always to a 
literate audience. They are the sort of 
things—essays of real charm—that one 
appreciates much more when thew are, 
as here, between solid covers than in 
their original form, mixed in with so 
much ephemeral newsprint.

the Skerries Light,’’ which begins: ‘‘In 
the Irish Channel, eight miles from where 
Holyhead snuggles into the hunched shoul- 
der of Wales, a group of rocks break 
through the surface of the sea like car- 
buncles. Local legend says that three 
centuries ago the largest was inhabited 
by an eccentric who lighted charcoal fires 
to guide ships to safety. This was thought 
to be a splendid idea until the firelighter 
requested payment. He was refused and 
retired to his rock to nurse his disenchant- 
ment. The local telling you this story 
will always end with: ‘Of course he was 
proper barmy’,”’ 

The reporter goes on to tell how things 
are better organized today. But the keep- 
ers themselves now reckon, he says, that 
if you are not barmy before you take 
the job you will be after 10 years on 
the rocks. 

Alistair Cooke, reporting on the Ameri- 
can scene, is, of course, one of the 
contributors but he does no more than 
set a standard for the others. Altogether

“LATE IN NOVEMBER or early in 
December, 1869, Mark Twain visited the 
office of James T. Fields, editor of the 
Atlantic Monthly, to thank Fields for a 
favorable review of “Innocents Abroad” 
which had appeared unsigned in the De- 
cembeg issue. Fields introduced Twain 
to the reviewer, William Dean Howells, 
and this meeting marks the beginning of 
a close friendship which lasted with only 
minor ruffles until Twain succumbed to 
heart disease on April 21,- 1910. 


’ The letters which Twain and Howells 
wrote to each other provide a faithful 
record of their lives, personalities and 
opinions. Some of the 680 letters assem- 
bled by Professors Henry Nash Smith 
eg of California, Berkeley) and 

illiam M. Gibson (New York Univer- 
sity) have been published previously, but 
many appear for the first time, and all 
are uncut and unbowdlerized. 

The letters are accompanied by a most 
detailed set of notes designed to clarify 
references to events and persons, “‘trace 
the lines of connection between the let- 
ters ... and their writings . . . and cor- 
rect or supplement existing biographies 
of the two men wherever the implications 
of the correspondence make this possible.” 

Editors Smith and Gibson have also pro- 
vided a table showing the publishing his- 
tory of each letter and a biographical 
directory. Further aids are a genealogi- 
cal table ed several pages devoted to 
supplying @:ckground to certain letters. 
There are, also, brief introductions to 
each group of letters, a brief general in- 


+ troduction afd a generous index. Fortu- 


nately, the eXitorial work is excellent. 


BUT THE LETTERS themselves 
are the meat of the book. Perhaps be- 
cause the letters were not written for pub- 
lication, they speak without pretense— 
friend to friend. Though they contain

of human interest have been left behind 
in the bottom of the retort. 

In this thin-drawn world of shapes and 
shadows, the body’s pain has lost its ache, 
the mind’s incompetence is no longer a 
frustration, and the journey of the spirit, 
because it leads anywhere, seems to end 
nowhere. To take the gross and comfort- 
able human appetites and refine them to a 
scientific purity seems a form of treachery 
to poetry as well as to life. 


As Mr. King-Hele recognizes, the great 
stumbling-block in the way of a whole- 
hearted appreciation of Shelley is a read- 
er’s judgment on the poet’s life and po- 
litical opinions.

For Armchair Travelers 


With Open Eyes and Minds 


THE GREAT TRAVELERS. Edited, with Introductions, by 
Milton Rugoff. (Simon & Schuster, 2 volumes, 984 pgs., 
$12.50.)

THE TRAVEL LITERATUREOF THE WORLD 
is as extensive as man’s curiosity. Almost, everyone harbors the 
secret desire to go out and see for himself what is going on in 
other parts of the world. Most of us, however, of necessity have 
to remain armchair travelers. But there is no reason to be sad 
about it; it is not even necessary any more to acquire a large 
library with all the travel books, from Herodotus down to the 
modern writers. Mr. Rugoff has taken care of that with his 
praiseworthy, and often exciting, anthology of travel. 

The two volumes cover all continents. Each chapter has an 
introduction which acquaints the reader with the author and the 
circumstances under which he traveled. Moreover, the book is 
lavishly illustrated, and the publisher adds, for good measure, 
a world map so that the armchair traveler won't get lost. All 
in all, one could hardly think of a nicer gift for men and women 
of all ages, and for all occasions. 

No anthology, of course, is completely satisfactory. Every 
reader probably will find his favorite author missing. Some 
limitation, of course, was necessary, or otherwise the book 
would have swelled to scores of volumes. For this reason, the 
editor has omitted the works of specialists and scientists, and 
has preferred the narratives ‘‘of things seen and people en- 
countered.”’ It can be said without equivocation that Rugoff 
has succeeded very well in his purfose. The exctrpts presented 
are, in their majority, fascinating and most educational. 


TAKE FOR INSTANCE the following sentences: ‘‘Walk- 
ing... is here a toil and a fatigue to a man and an impossibility 
to a well-dressed woman. The coaches are numerous, and what 
are much worse, there are an infinity of one-horse cabriolets 
which are driven by young men of fashion and their imitators, 
alike fools, with such rapidity as to be real nuisances, and render 
the streets exceedingly dangerous without an incessant caution. 
I saw a poor child run over and probably killed, and have been 
myself many times blackened with the mud of the kennels.” 
The writer is the British economist Arthur Young, who describes 
the Paris of 1787. Teen-age driving problems of 200 years ago! 

Quite amusing are the impressions recorded by Europeans 
in the Orient, or Japanese travelers in America. They all show, 
particularly in the early contacts, a great bewilderment which, 
however, is sooner or later overcome by man’s natural ability 
of adapting himself to circumstances, strange as the manners 
of the exotic country may seem. Abu Taleb Khan of India, for 
instance, visited England in 1799 and found that the British were 
wasting their time on sleeping, eating and dressing, that their 
women lacked chastity, that they had a contempt for the cus- 


toms of other nations, and that their beds were “by no means 
to my taste.” 


Of special interest are the sections of North and South America. 
Columbus, in his journal, tells of his belief that ‘“‘we might 
form a great friendship” with the natives, “for I knew that 
they were a people who could be more easily freed and con- 
verted to our holy faith by love than by force.” How different 
was the attitude of the later conquistadores who had no qualms 
about destroying whole civilizations in their quest for gold! 


THE AMERICAN SECTIONS are a running commen- 
tary to the development of this country. Much room is given 
over to the reports on pioneer life, and excerpts from the Lewis 
and Clarke Journals will make readers wish to read the whole 
report, if they have not done so before. When Charles Dickens 
traveled in America in 1842, he was not too much impressed. 
In fact, the sidewheeler trip on the Ohio left him rather dis- 
gusted. The ship’s cabins were not to his liking, and the meals: 


“there are a great many dishes and plates upon the table, with 
very little in them.” 


We also find very moving accounts of personal suffering, 
such as Stanley’s report on his encounter with Dr. Livingstone, 
or Peter Freuchen’s dramatic account of how he cut off his 
frozen toes in the Arctic, or Robert Scott’s diary of his tragic 
trip and his rendezvous with death, 

They all can be found here, the heroic and cynical, the active 
and the passive, and they all share one quality: they travel 
with open eyes and open minds. That is what sets them apart 
from tourists.

Of these explanations 
for the fall of the Confederacy,

Historians David M. Pot- 
ter, David Donald, Richard

It is remarkable how faithfully these 
letters reflect the talents for which we 
remember Twain and Howells. The Twain 
letters clearly come from the same hand 
that made Literature out of vernacular 
English. and there is the same boyish- 
ness, fun, disputatiousness and rationality 
that we recognize in his novels. Without 
implying a slight to Howells’ novels, it is 
clear from the letters that Howells had 
the sensitivity, perceptiveness and judi- 
ciousness which properly rank him first 
among literary critics of his time. 


The publication of the Twain - Howells 
letters is a fitting tribute on this fiftieth 
year since Twain’s death and this thirtieth 
since Howells’s death, Not only is it good 
to have the letters, but it is equally pleas- 
ing to have Professors Smith and Gibson 
demonstrate that scholarship can be an 
aid to literary satisfaction and not merely 
a substitute for it,

AT THE CLOSE of his chapter on 
*‘Prometheus Unbound,” the author quotes 
Herbert Read’s remark—not very credit- 
able to Read’s judgment—that the poem is 
“the greatest expression ever given to 
humanity’s desire for intellectual light 
and spiritual liberty,” and he finds in the 
drama hope of a happier world based on 


Christian charity. But the charity that ex- » 


pends itself on a Prometheus, no matter 
how magically phrased, leads less surely 
to a happy world than the comfort of the 
fatherless. Too urgent a passion for lib- 
erty, too naive a belief that the intellect 
gives light, are as dangerous now as in 
Shelley’s age. The song of rebellion that 
Shelley sang has a tone of ecstasy, but in 
perpetually moaning over the inadequacy 
of bare human circumstances it misses 
the very heart of happiness. 


However, to have some of the case for 
the poet’s flashes of practicality is useful 
for readers who may still think of him as 
an ‘ineffectual angel.”

A year or so ago Jacques 
Barzun noted that ‘‘vital’’ was bearing 
too much of the load for these words, but

Basically," says Mr, Armstrong-Jones m 
a conversation about photography, “it ts 
to record a moment—a moment that Is 
vital—to give the viewer a sensation of 
liveliness, sadness, joy and 60 on."

Copland’s Refreshing Honesty 


COPLAND ON MUSIC, by Aaron Copland. (Doubleday, 280 
pas., $3.95.)

THE SIXTIETH BIRTHDAY of Aaron Copland, an 


event of some significance in the musical world, has evoked 
a galaxy of celebrations, not the least novel of. which is a 
book by none other than the object of all the adoration. What 
is more, it is a rather valuable book. “Copland on Music” 


affords a glimpse into the thinking, the experience and the judg- 
ments of one of the acknowledged leaders in American musical 
society. Such insights are not éacountered with regularity. 

It is true that other composers have dabbled in prose com- 
position, but most of them, aware perhaps of their technical 
limitations, have either retreated circumspectly behind a cushion 
of inhibition, or else sailed aggressively forth, loudly spouting 
irresponsible gibberish. This unhappy situation derives from the 
largely incontrovertible fact that most—though by no means all 
—composers are apt to feel less secure with words than with 


notes. When forced into a literary situation, they tend to adopt 
poses and attitudes. This may result in polished writing, in 
vivid, or informative, or resentful, or sanctimonious writing, 
but it seldom reveals much of true figure behind the type- 
writer. 

“Copland on Music” suffers from no such virus. Loosely 


organized, it consists of lectures, reviews, newspaper and maga- 
zine articles, a letter, and random reflections, The subject range 
is diversified, and the writing dates from as far back as 1926 
and as recently as 1959. Since comparatively few of the pieces 
were composed specifically for this book, the volume is, in 
effect, an anthology of previously issued Coplandia. As such, 
it is extremely convenient. 

IT. 1S ALSO, IN ITS EFFECT, extremely natural. 
Indeed, it is downright. casual. Mr. Copland, as it were, re- 
ceives us in his underwear, and it is always gratifying to be 
treated informally by Greatness. Further, one must note, 
some of Mr. Copland’s linen is made of mighty fine material. 
An impassioned (yet entirely rational) plea for government 
support of the Arts constitutes a particularly impressive chapter. 
There is also an appreciative study of Berlioz as well as a lucidly 
disturbing probe of the American Symphony Orchestra problem, 

But I could not, try as I might, repress the feeling that Mr. 
Copland, having achieved his majority, has trotted out some 
of his more ragged garments in the hope—or belief—that Age 
will lend sanctity to all. I could not, for example, repress the 
feeling that his thoughts on Mozart were surpassingly common- 
place (‘‘There is no way to seize the Mozart music” (boldface 
his), or that the grand pronouncement that “I hate an emotion 
drenched voice” (the sole entry under the heading ‘‘Voices’’ in 
the section from a Composer’s Journal) was neither searching 
nor fascinating. 

And I could not help feeling that certain of his observations 
were pointlessly eccentric. (‘‘To play or conduct Beethoven’s 
scherzi in a contemporary spirit, you must feel at home with 
Stravinskian rhythm. And I can even recommend familiarity 
with the rhythms of American jazz for those who want to play 
Couperin.”) Nor could I help feeling that .a letter, addressed 
by Mr. Copland to the widow of William Kapell, was a little too 
personal to be published by its own author. 

But Mr. Copland does not seem to care about such matters. 
He is, above all else, honest as to what he sets forth and being 
honest, he is refreshing.

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City Plan Commission and Beauty 


Land-Use Agency Wonders 


By GRORGE McCUE 
A SUMMARY OF NEW large-scale construction and 
renewal programs i Louis, read at a recent City Plan 
Commission meeting, ran‘to a total of 83 items. All are expected 
to be completed or in progress by 1964. The total investment, 
in both public and private financing, is estimated at more than 
a billion dollars. 

The significance of 1964 is that it will be the St. Louis 
bicentennial, a year for an appraisal of material progress, and 
for the showing of a renaissance of civic spirit. The significance 
of a billion dollars does not have to be labored, but at times 
it is worth while to reflect that a billion is a thousand million. 

A billion dollars spent on changes in the physical features of 
a community of 61.37 square miles—which is the area encom- 
passed by the St. Louis corporate limits—is a high concentration 
of go-power. The projects in the Plan Commission survey 
include the riverfront, Mill Creek Valley and other redevelop- 
ments; they include expressways, street widenings, downtown 
parking garages, apartment: houses, office and industrial build- 
ings, hospitals, play fields, a downtown stadium, a workhouse 
and two bridges over the Mississippi river, among other things, 

A few of these are in early idea stages, but most of them 
are already being carried out, or are about to be. A good 
many more, not yet officially brought to the Commission's 
attention but known to be in the works, are certain to be in 
progress by 1964, some downtown, others in the city’s outer 
parts. Indications are that these will add more millions of 
investment to the St. Louis projects already firmly committed. 


THERE IS BEGINNING to be felt a lively interest in 
how these improvements are going to look when they take their 
places in the St. Louis landscape. 


The far-flung changes are eradicating slums, arresting blight, 
speeding up traffic and stimulating business. They are upgrading 
property valuations for tax purposes, and they are drawing 
residents back to the city. There is hardly a section that will 
not be touched by some aspect of the general overhauling. Some 
will be touched lightly, in neighborhood cleanup and repair 
programs; other parts will be scraped bare to make way for 
@ new generation of houses, apartments and commercial build- 
ings. The extent of some of the major projects, such as Mill 
Creek Valley, is already dramatically visible. 


Physically, the city is being rejuvenated: on-a scale that is 
impressively wholehearted. Now the question is: What about 
the esthetic results? . 

There is a tremendous public interest in whether the trans- 
formed city will be not only physically sound but good to look 
at, and to live with. There is also a huge public financial stake 
in the improvements. To make the improvements possible, 
hundreds of households and business firms are being displaced. 
Not all of these are from slum districts—some are in areas 
declared blighted under a special law that permits the taking 
of large tracts of land for redevelopment; on some of these, 
tax concessions are made to encourage investors, 
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Rampant architecture ina sea of automobiles—an ur- 
ban fantasy by Saul Steinberg, from his new book 
“The Labyrinth.” (Harper and Brothers. ) 


The St, Louis citizens and taxpayers have a bona fide interest 
in all the projects. They also have a strong spectator interest, 
for it is the population at large who will be passing by the new 
structures, and in and out of some of them. The big new shapes 
on the city landscape will comprise powerful design elements 
in the everyday environment of thousands of human beings, 
and the emotional reactions of people to the surroundings in 
which they live, work, go to school, shop, meet one another 
and carry on the multitudinous operations of everyday existence 
are worth the most careful study. 

City planning is a relatively new profession. In past years, 
city planners have been primarily corfcerned with seeking 
solutions to all sorts of urban problems in various zoning 
formulas. Marking off a municipality in zones, ranging from 
one-family residential to heavy industrial, was supposed to 
represent the ultimate in enlightened, forward-looking planning. 
It is better than nothing, but zoning is entirely a chart for 
land-use, and it takes little account of the needs of three- 
dimensional human beings for a feeling of satisfaction and 
pleasure in their surroundings. 


IT IS TIME TO REALIZE that the City Plan Commis- 
sion, as well as the Municipal Art Commission, of St. Louis 
both operate under limitations that greatly qualify their creative 
possibilities. 

The limitations are partly built into the ordinances under 
which these groups function, and-are partly the result of an 
inclination by the members to interpret the ordinances literally 
and even narrowly. Nevertheless,-these agencies are the citizens’ 
main hope for felicity and amenity in the over-all outcome of 
the current refurbishing of the community. 

The Plan Coramission is charged with making a comprehensive 
scheme for city development. The latest work of the present 
body was the downtown plan, published early this year, which 
plots growth of the business section in terms of traffic, popula- 
tion density, conversion of certain areas to new uses, and so 
on. It includes drawings of several new buildings, such as a 
concert hall east of the Civil Courts building. These are presented 


merely as indications of what might be—a city plan is not a*- 
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; Whether Esthetics Is Its Problem 


ready-made, step-by-step blueprint, but a framework within 
which orderly progress can be sought for. 

The Plan Commission is given authority to make surveys and 
to hold hearings in the process of developing a plan, and all 
construction work and open space arrangements in areas covered 
by a plan must be passed upon by the Commission. Its final 
authority is to make a recommendation, to the appropriate city 
agency, that the work be approved or disapproved. The Com- 
mission has no police power of its own. 

The question as to whether the Plan Commission should express 
itself on questions of the quality of designs is one that its 
members have been debating lately. The ordinance defining 
its powers and duties includes a provision that it make recom- 
mendations as to the “character, layout and extent of commynity 
centers and neighborhood units’’ and ‘“‘the general character, 
extent and layout of the replanning of blighted districts and 
slum areas.” Another section directs that the city plan have 
the general purpose of ‘‘guiding and accomplishing a co-ordinated, 
adjusted and harmonious development of the city” and “‘the 
promotion of good civic design.”’ 

Chairman Arthur Schwarz said the other day that he has asked 
the City Counsellor’s office for an opinion. on how far the 
Commission could go, under these provisions, into esthetic 
evaluations of plans submitted to it. 

THE POSSIBILITIES of valuable service to the com- 


munity, should the Plan Commission assert itself in this way, are 


great. .Even without authority to compel design changes, the 
group could direct attention to special: problems merely by 


raising questions and giving voice to objections. 

It sometimes happens that a design, 
itself, does not harmonize or is out of scale with 
already standing near the proposed site. This may be of minor 
importance in a downtown lineup of stores—although it is not 
really unimportant anywhere—but in some 
be murderous. 

At this time, for example, the city is preparing to erect a new 
control tower and other facilities at Lambert-St. Louis Airport. 
The airport terminal, designed by Hellmuth, Yamasaki and 
Leinweber, happens to be one of the two St, Louis structures 
that are praised in just about every published survey of modern 
American architecture. The other one is the 1890 Wainwright 
building, by Louis Sullivan, at Eighth and Chestnut streets. 

Another architectural firm has been commissioned to design 
the additional airport facilities, which will be near the terminal 
building. The problem will be to achieve a good design that 
will not impair the distinctiveness of the terminal. 

The Plan Commission already has made a few esthetic veh- 
tures. It stipulated that the new Blue Cross building, adjacent 
to the Plaza Square apartments, reserve a proportion of its 
site as open space. And for the stadium project, Schwarz said 
that the Commission had asked the Board of Aldermen to enact 
a procedural ordinance requiring that preliminary design draw- 
ings be submitted for study. 

Such a procedure, to permit early study of a developer’s inten- 

tions and easy adjustment of objectionable ones, would seem 
to be an obvious one, but it took a really big project to bring 
the need for it into sharp focus. 
THE STADIUM PROJECT is in the hands of the Civic 
Center Redevelopment Corp., organized under the urban Renewal 
Act. It has engaged Sverdrup and Parcel; an engineering firm, 
and Arthur. Schwarz and Hari Van Hoefen, architects, to design 
and build the stadium, 

These firms had prepared a feasibility survey of the project 
without charge as a public service, and the civic leaders who 
are working out the financing then awarded them the contract 
for the $89,000,000 enterprise. The disadvantage of getting into 
a vast project by way of free preliminary surveys is that this 
tends to create a feeling of obligation, which in turn works 
against a free choice of an architect. 

The designs of this great central structure, seating 50,000 
persons, and of the complex of other buildings around it, offer 
a tremendous challenge. Their success, not only in financial 
returns but in creating an enduring community value as good 
architecture, is one of the really crucial issues in the future 
of downtown St: Louis. Nobody knows, at this moment, what 
the stadium will look like. 

As chairman of the City Plan Commission, Schwarz vacates 
his seat and leaves the room when the group is considering 
projects submitted by his firm. Schwarz and Van Hoefen also 
are architects for the Mansion House apartments. and for the 
St. Louis Redevelopment Corp., which will handle some of the 
housing, most of the commercial and all the industrial construc- 
tion in Mill Creek. Valley. Schwarz said his firm had done 
“about a quarter’s worth of work” in the stadium feasibility 
survey, and had been engaged by Sverdrup and Parcel as 
collaborators. 

The Mansion House apartment design, one of the key down- 
town projects, is being advanced, Schwarz said, but it cannot 
be carried beyond early stages until the Board of Aldermen has 
acted on the proposed new building code. The building code 
revisions, a massive work of several years that affects almost 
every aspect of building design, were discussed at a hearing 
in November. There were no objections, but Alderman Alfred I. 
Harris, chairman of the Public Safety Committee, now has it 
under consideration or, as some unhappy architects phrase it, 
“bottled up.” 


THERE IS NO CENTRALIZED responsibility, with 
all the hundreds of acres of St. Louis area that are being 
regenerated, for exercising direct control over the esthetic 
quality of building design. 

By and large, it is better this way. An architect without 
freedom of action to develop his own concepts is stultified 
from the start. The great civic designs of Europe, and particu- 
larly the Italian piazzas where residents and tourists throng 
with endiess delight, did not grow out of an elaborate plan. 
Somehow, individual builders developed a harmonious whole 
out of many disparate parts. 

A Plan Commission that undertook to impose large over-all 
designs upon a community could put it in a straitjacket. 

On the other hand, the encouragement of distinctive original 
design is a worthy field for expanded Plan Commission activities. 
And there is great need for anticipating future opportunities, 
and heralding them in a way that helps the community to take 
advantage of them. 

One of these is the Old Post Office block, an area where bold, 
energetic and imaginative foresight is needed to make the most 
of one of the city’s most stimulating opportunities.

Soltt to Conclude Visit 


GEORG SOLTI will con-

As might be expected the sound reproduction is inferior to mod- 
ern standards.

THE EATE Wanda Landowska has devoted a _ single 
record to the keyboard music of Haydn. As Haydn played both 
the piano and the harpsichord the assumption that he composed 
for both is justified without need of scholarly confirmation, Mme. 

Landowska has used the piano for the sonatas in E Flat and E 
minor and the Andante and Variations in F Minor. The sonatas 
in C, G and D Major are played on the harpsichord, She com- 
bines delicacy with lively rhythmic accents in the harpsichord 
works; they are stylish without being mannered in the slightest 
degree. The piano performances, however, are so refined ‘ih 
their inflection that they become a little too bland. The repro- 
duction is favorable to the quality of both instruments and man-

NEW YORK, . Dec. 31 (UPI)— 
Rafer Johnson, 1960 Olympic de- 
cathlon champion and world 
decathlon record holder, today 
was named the winner of the 
James E. Sullivan Amateur Ath- 
letic Union Memorial Trophy for 
1960. 


Johnson, of Kingsbury, Calif., 
was the first choice on 233 of 
the 635 ballots cast by a nation 
wide tribunal of sports authori- 
ties and totaled 1611 points. 


Wilma Rudolph of Clarksville, 
Tenn., winner of the 100 and 
200-meter dashes and anchor on 
the triumphant 400-meter relay 
team at the Rome Olympics, was 
second in the voting with 103 
first place tallies and 1079 points. 

The award is presented an- 
nually by the A.A.U. to “the 
amateur athlete who, by per- 
formance, example and good in- 
fluence did most to advance the 
cause of good sportsmanship 
is named in 
memory of James A. Sullivan, a 
founder of the A.A.U. 

In citing Johnson, who finished 
second in the 1956 Olympic de- 
cathlon despite an injury, the 
award read in part: ‘‘He was 
the president of the student body 
at U.C.L.A. where he befriended 
C. K. Yang of Formosa, who he 
knew would bx rival at 
the Rome Oiympics anu assisted 
him in @very possible way to 
improve his decathlon tech- 
niques.

Boxing finished the year 1960 
at its lowest ebb in history. 
Investigations, charges, coun- 
tercharges and scandals over- 
shadowed action in the ring 
and left boxing followers with 
the thought, “So what?’ 

Will the new year produce a 
brighter picture? 

There are a few morsels 
which may indicate better 
things to come. 

Floyd Patterson, boxer of 
the year in 1960, has signed to 
defend his heavyweight title 
against Ingemar Johansson of 
Sweden at Miami Beach, 
March 13. Terry Downes, Brit- 
ish middleweight, will box Paul 
Pender at Boston this month 
for Pender’s version of the 
160-pound title. 

And Jesse Bowdry closed out 
1960 with a rousing victory 
over Willie Pastrano at Miami 
Beach. 

These are the pleasant things 
in contemplating the coming 
12 months in boxing. Otherwise 
there is very little to be cheer- 
ful about. 

The Kefauver investigation 
is slated to resume and there 
probably will be a further stir- 
ring of the muck. 

A Federal commissioner of 
boxing may be appointed as a 
result of the ‘inquiry and that 
may help.

Unhorsed Jockey Lands in Art 


Billy Pearson, Quiz Show Winnings Gone, Enjoys Galleries, Talk and Travel

BILLY PEARSON came to St. 


Louis the other day, traveling 


hospitality’s easy road from San 
Francisco to New York, and the 
local rich got richer with Pear- 
son’s opinions on art and life. 
Pearson is kind to the rich be- 
cause they have better art col- 
lections than the poor and do not 
lock their wine cellars when 
they see him coming, but he is 
not a snob. He loves the poor, 
too, because he so often is one 
of them, by way of Las Vegas. 

Pearson has a. good opinion of 
almost everyone except a few 
artists, mostly dead, and a few 
newspaper men and entertainers, 
mostly alive. 

He has been married four 
times and has two daughters. He 
places children at the top of the 
world’s list of valuables. 

He places his former line of 
work, professional jockey, at the 
bottom of things he will do to 
earn money. He owes a lot to 
riding race horses but he says 
he is 41 now and the thrill long 
ago went out of conquering the 
world from a_ thoroughbred’s 
back. He likes his Ferrari bet- 
ter. He hasn’t worked as a 
jockey in two years. His busi- 
ness now is art galleries, two 
in California and one in Fort 
Worth. 

Several years ago Pearson did 
not need identification, but per- 
haps he does now. A _ S&t. 
Louisan looked at him and said, 
“I’ve seen your 
where,”’ 

The face was familiar from 
television’s quiz period, when 
precious. and semi-precious per- 
sonalities paraded knowledge un- 
til it seemed ignorance would go 
out of style. Then somebody let 
out the truth, that many a con- 
testant really did not know more 
than the average network vice 
president and got his answers 
off the producer’s cuff.. Pearson 
is one of the few quiz-program 
personalities still heard from, or 
even asked to speak up.

His vol- 
uble good nature and the gim- 
mick appeal of him, a well-

MIAMI, Fla., Dec. 31. 


THE BEACH looks like the 
jaw of a rich barracuda. The 
snowy hotels made a jagged line 
of teeth six miles long and a 
half mile wide. About 65,000 
people live in Miami Beach. Be- 
tween now and Easter, there will 
be 190,000 tourists at all times. 
They will pour in and out of 
planes, Pullman sleepers, and 
cars rolling down Route One. 

The beach is America’s play- 
ground. For every American 
who vacations somewhere else, 
three come here. Who made it? 
Carl Fisher?’ E. M. Flagler? 
Steve Hannagan? They helped. 
So did Walter Winchell and 
Arthur Godfrey. The man who 
came here when it was sand 
dunes and swale grass and re- 
mained until it became a $700,-

Pearson is en route to New 
York, he said, to see Nelson 
Rockefeller and try to sell him 
pre-Columbian sculptures and 
other valuables of that group. 

Prospecting in South America 
for pre-Columbian art, works the 
cultured Indians did before the 
white men arrived and knocked 
the art out of them, is a grand 
and rather new way to get rich. 
South American governments 
say it is a way to make them 
unhappy because they consider 
the art their national treasure 
and do not approve the finders- 
keepers philosophy of the pros- 
pectors. 

The romantic way to find pre- 
Columbian art is by prospecting 
in tombs and such. Pre-Colum- 
bian art objects also can be 
found in attics in the United 
States, put there by grandmoth- 
ers who did not think them pret- 
ty enough to serve as doorstops. 

I assumed Pearson could tell 
me with a straight face that he 
got his lode of pre-Columbian art 
from an attic, stashed there long 


the Miami Beach Federal Sav- 
ings & Loan Co., and he stands 
in a plush office with his hands 
in his pants pockets looking out 
the window and chaning his 
head.

ONCE UPON A TIME an American short story writer 
eame up with an idea that dazzled him so that he sat down 
and wrote it as fast as he could and sold it immediately. I 
have utterly no memory of his name or the title of the story, 

but it was about a young 
novelist who married a 
showgirl and how, in time, 
she became a writer and 
prospered and he became 
an actor and did only mid- 
dling well. It was so sound 
an idea that it has become 
27 movies since, all vari- 
ations of the basic theme. 
I do not ordinarily take 
you by your hand and lead 
you into the bizarre things 
that happen in my house, 
but the truth is that the 
twenty-eighth variation has 
just happened to me. I am, 

confessedly, stunned. 
Along back there in Sep- 
tember when our young 
went prancing off to school 
: in Washington, my bride 
and I found ourselves in a house disturbingly empty and 
silent. The first few days were a wreck, but emotions quieted 
down and she said, at dinner one night, that in high school 
and college she had written a few themes and ideas that 
ettracted pleasant attention, had written a poem that the 
‘New York Herald Tribune published on its editorial page for 
$13.40 and, since the oncoming theatrical season promised 
neither to be brilliant nor to offer her a job as an actress, she 
was going to Columbia University and learn how to write. 
Write good. I said she needed to go to Columbia University or 
sdmewhere and learn the English language first—the phrase 
was write well not write good. When she’ stopped throwing 
things at me, she agreed that the phrase was write well. And 

started going back to college. 


About that time a radio network, for which I had 
done a few fugitive broadcasts, sat me down and sug- 
gested that I do something more tangible and regular 
for them and I soon found myself doing 10 news broad- 
casts a week plus five 15-minute commentaries and I 
had to join AFTRA, the performers’ union for radio 
and TV. 


» NOW, YOU SEE, you have the plot. Where once I whacked 
at a typewriter at home and knocked out columns and an oc- 
casional story, my wife now is huddled over the thing and 
guarding it as a lioness guards her cubs. I can’t even touch it. 
Furthermore, her first three stories written for class not only 
were read aloud to the class as examples of how to write, but 
she has sold one of them to a first-class magazine that pays 
sound money. 


My case has not vastly altered. I still do 10 news broad- 
casts and five commentaries a week and no major sponsor— 
like the Ford Motor Co., say—has come along and twisted my 
arm to accept $100,000 a year as its exclusive announcer and 
commentator. I have a good sponsor, don’t misunderstand. 
But that $100,000 ripe pear hasn’t yet fallen into my lap. 


On the home front there are changes, too. Where 
once she paced the floor learning lines and giving any- 
one who made even a yip of sound an incinerating look, 
she now is bent over the typewriter and giving inciner- 
ating looks to anyone who can’t suddenly and on de- 
mand tell how to spell Madrid.

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Nine Destroyers on the Rocks 


Strange Chapter in Sea Annals Told in New Book—Seven Completely Wrecked

NINE OF THE 14 DESTROY- 
ERS driving hard through the 
rough seas and ‘murky night in 
single column were going to pile 
up on the rocks. The end would 
come quickly for seven of the 
proud ships. The other two, al- 
though damaged, would be able 
to limp to port. Twenty-three of 
800 men aboard would die. The 
disaster would go down in the 
annals of navigation and seaman- 
ship as a tragic example of “‘how 
not to do it.” 

Dead ahead lay that most deso- 
late and dangerous section of the 
California coast known as “‘the 
graveyard of ships.” Near the 
center of this 25-mile strip was 
the Honda plateau with its men- 
acing Point Pedernales from 
which extended a sweeping 600- 
yard semi-circle of jagged rocks, 
needle-sharp pinnacles and razor- 
edged reefs. This semi-circle, re- 
sembling the fang-studded jaw of 
‘some evil monster, had been 
named the Devil’s Jaw by Span- 
ish mariners of the sixteenth 
century. These cruel fangs had 
feasted on many a luckless ship. 

Almost three miles south of 
Point Pedernales, intended to 
guard against these bleak and 
hostile rocks, were Point Ar- 
guello Lighthouse, with its bea- 
con and foghorn, and Arlight 
Naval Radio Station, with its 
radio direction finder. Twenty 
miles below Point Arguello was 
Point Conception where ships 
swung sharply eastward to enter 
the Santa Barbara channel for 
San Diego. 

Destroyer Squadron 11 of the 
Pacific Battle Fleet, on a 24-hour 
power run from San Francisco to 
San Diego on Sept. 8, 1923, in- 
tended to swing into the channel. 
Instead, it lost more United 
States combat ships within eight 
minutes than had been lost by 
enemy action in World War I. 

The story of how this tragedy 
happened, the court of inquiry 
and the general courtmartial 
are told in their entirety for the 
first time in 
Honda,” written by Charles A. 
Lockwood, Vice Admiral, U.S.N. 
(Ret.) and Hans Christian Adam- 
son, Colonel, U.S.A.F. (Ret.), 
and published by Chilton Co. 

On the pitching four-stackers, 
314 feet long and displacing 1200 

tons, were the saltiest of sea- 
going men... “‘the keenness of 
their glances and the roll of their 
walk marked them as men long 
accustomed to vicissitudes of life, 
wind and wave aboard their 
high-speed vessels.” Here was 
the cavalry of the seas. Com- 
manding was Capt. Edward H. 
Watson. The destroyers were to 
follow his flagship, the Delphy, 
at 200-yard intervals with no 
slackening of speed and no send- 
ing of radio messages. 

They shoved off from San 
Francisco at 7 a.m. The weather 
was hazy. At 11:30 a.m. the for- 
mation passed Pigeon Point and 
plotted its position visually for 
what was to be the last time. 
Three hours later the visibility 
was no more than 2500 yards. 
It was known throughout the 
squadron that about 4 o’clock 
that morning the passenger ship 
Cuba, en route from Panama to 
San Francisco, had run aground 
on San Miguel island in the 
Santa Barbara channel. The 
wrecked liner lay barely 10 
miles from where the squadron 
was to pass. 

Radio traffic between Arlight 
Radio Station and the Cuba and 
the rescue ships at San Miguel 
island was heavy. So was the 
traffic from ships in the Santa 
Barbara channel as they groped 
through fog. The Delphy had a 
hard time getting radio bearings 
that her skipper, Lt. Com. D, T. 
Hunter, and Capt. Watson wanted 
for checking their course. Were 
they north or south of Point 
Arguello? They felt confident of 
their dead reckoning which put 
the Delphy to the south. After 
all, radio bearings were “‘new- 
fangled.” 


This dead reckoning, in the 
opinion of Watson and Hunter, 
finally did seem to be borne 
out by some of the radio bear- 
ings. Should they slow to five 
knots and take soundings with 
the hand lead? In this area 
where they actually were, such 
soundings would have instant- 
ly disclosed that the Delphy 
was in dangerous shoal water 
near the coast. Simply be- 
cause slowing down would 
have spoiled their engineering 
test run, the two officers 
plunged on to final disaster. 
For the Delphy was just north 
of Point Arguello—not south. 


The following destroyers put 
their faith in the Delphy. Was 
not Capt. Watson on his way to 
flag rank? Was not the skipper 
of the Delphy a navigator whose 
record “virtually bordered on 
magic infallibility” and had he 
not just come from two years 
of teaching navigation at the 
Naval Academy? 

They heard the Delphy’s esti- 
mated position radioed to the 
commander, destroyer squad- 
rons, battle fleet, at 8 p.m. and 
assumed it must be correct. No 
one allowed for the fact that the 
heavy seas had slowed the de- 
stroyers more than had been 
taken into account in the dead 
reckoning. Instead, the other 
skippers - and navigators rea- 
soned that the squadron com- 
mander knew what he was doing 
and that they themselves did 
not have their positions well 
enough established to warrant 
protest.

the Delphy abruptly pivoted left 
to course 095 degrees at 9 p.m. 
As the Delphy swuzz to the 
east, officers on watch in the 
“tin cans” behind saw her 
vanish in a heavy fog bank. The 
officer of the deck on the sec- 
ond ship, the Lee, had 45 sec- 
onds to make up his mind be- 
fore the Lee reached the turn 
in the Delphy’s wake. Enter 
thick fog at 20 knots? Was there 
a reason for not following? The 
destroyer doctrine of follow the 
leader prevailed, 


On the Delphy’s bridge, un- 
able to see a yard ahead, Lt. 
Com. Hunter stood with “the 
monolithic serenity of a light- 
house.” He had a reputation 
for a “homing instinct’’ in fog. 
Turning to his executive offi- 
cer, he dryly remarked, “Pea 
soup.” Before the executive of- 
ficer could reply there was a 
grating sound, Then—in light- 
ing quick succession came one 
violent bump after another 
ending in the smashing crash 
of head-on collision with an im- 
movable object — rock. The 
men on the bridge were 
thrown into a heap. 


Even as he struggled to his 
feet, Hunter begin issuing 
orders. Stop engines. Snap on 
breakdown lights. Four- blast 
danger signal on the whistle. 
Sound the siren, Get damage re- 
ports from below. Reaching the 
speaking tube to the radio shack, 
Hunter ordered, “Signal to the 
equadron—and keep repeating it 
—keep clear to westward—nine 
turn—” But the signal search- 
light had been knocked out and 
the radio antenna had carried 
@way. 

A report came that the fore- 
hold was dry. Hunter ordered, 
the engines, “‘all back, full.’” 
The turbines screamed wildly, 
black smoke poured from the 
funnels and the propellers 
churned—but the Dephy did not 


move an inch. Water began to 
pour in from aft. A heavy sea 
lifted the Delphy as if she were 
a toy, carried her over the first 
reef, smashed her down in a 
cradle of rocks that did not 
budge. There the heavy surf and 
the wind-driven seas, roaring 
and hissing, began pounding her 
up and down, opening her seams, 
cracking her plates. Hunter 
knew there was nothing left to 
do but try to save his men. 

As Hunter turned to leave the 
bridge, he saw Capt. Watson, 
the squadron commander, who 
had run from the chartroom to 
the bridge when Delphy struck. 
Neither man spoke as _ they 
stared at each other. Watson 
nodded. Hunter snapped, ‘“‘Clear 
the bridge!’’ Scrambling down 
the ladder to the deck, Hunter 
shouted, ‘Abandon ship! All 
hands on deck! Abandon ship!’’ 

A minute after Delphy struck, 
the destroyer behind her, the 
Lee, came charging into the 
fog, saw Delphy, slewed to port, 
miraculously missed the Delphy, 
but hit hard on the rocks. A 
jagged tooth of the Devil’s Jaw 
crunched through the Lee’s star- 
board side and into the gener- 
ator. The stricken ship went 
dark. 


Just before the Delphy was 
wrecked, the third ship in the 
column, the Young, hit one of 
the outlying rocks the Delphy 
had missed and rolled over on 
her starboard side. The fangs 
of the Devil’s Jaw held her fast 
as the angry seas roared over 
her. The Woodbury swung to 
starboard to escape, but hung 
up on a rock close to the Young. 
The Nicholas saw that some- 
thing ahead was wrong, veered 
out of column only to hit the 
rocks, swing completely around 
and come to rest impaled and 
flooded. 

The Farragut, seeing the 
warning lights and hearing the 
sirens, managed to stop. A 


quick, explosive glow from a 
torching stack of a destroyer 
desperately trying to get off the 
rocks lit up the scene like a 
giant crimson flash bulb. 
Aghast at what was disclosed, 
the skipper of the Farragut 
cried, ‘My God!--They’re all 
aground!” As the Farragut 


backed, the Fuller bore down. 


on her, sideswiped her, and was 
tossed up on the fatal teeth of 
the Devil’s Jaw. Then the back- 
ing Farragut, lifted by a huge 
wave, thumped down a rock- 
strewn bottom, but managed to 
get clear and finally anchor at 
a safe distance with damage 
under control. 


The Somers stopped just as 
her bow hit a ledge and the 
port propeller struck another 
hidden object. Almost miracu- 
lously the Somers backed off 
to safety with five watertight 
compartments flooded. But the 
tenth destroyer in line, the 
Chauncey, was not so lucky. 
As she bore down, men on the 
capsized hull of the Young 
screamed, “‘Don’t hit us! You'll 
knock us off the rock!” A 
series of big waves beat the 
Chauncey onto the rocks to 
stay, grumbling and groaning. 


Chief Boatswain’s Mate Ar- 
thur Peterson of the Young 
swam 40 yards to Chauncey, 
which at least was not sinking, 
with a lifeline. Over the line, 
70 men from the Young made 
their way to the Chauncey. A 
small fishing boat that happened 
on the scene took 160 men from 
the Woodbury and Fuller to 
shore. Lines from rescuers on 
shore and life rafts saved others. 
Many had to wait until dawn. 

A court of inquiry investigated 
and on Oct. 31 recommended 
court-martial for Capt. Watson, 
the squadron commander; Lt. 
Com. Hunter, skipper of the Del- 
phy; Lt. L. F. Blodgett, naviga- 


tor of the Delphy; the skippers 
of the six other destroyers which 
were lost, and the two division 
commanders. Capt. Watson as- 
sumed the blame when he told 
the court: 

“We had attempted, from time 
to time, to get bearings. But 
because of the extensive de- 
mands upon that station, prob- 
ably due to the proximity of 
other ships, we were unable to 
get expeditious contracts. 

“Due to overcasts, we were 
unable to get our true positions 
from the stars. When we re- 
ceived word that we were to the 
north of that station, I simply 
could not believe it. 

“I asked for our bearing. From 
about 6:30 to 8 o’clock—that 
most vital period—we were un- 
able to get radio bearings from 
the station. I had every reason 
to believe that we were south of 
the Point. When we did get the 
bearings, they were confused. It 
seemed to me that they had 
made a mistake. I insisted that 
we were south of the Point and 
asked for a confirmation. The 
station insisted that we were to 
the north. There was only one 
thing to do and that was to make 
a decision as to whether or not 
the station was correct. Remem- 
ber that there was much inter- 
ference, 

“TI accept the responsibility. I 
was convinced that the station 
was wrong. But they were 
right.” 

A few days later courtmartial ‘ 
verdicts were returned against 
Capt. Watson and Lt. Com. 
Hunter. Both were ordered set 
back so far on the promotion 
list that they could never attain 
higher rank. Early in 1924 the 
not guilty verdicts for the others 
were disapproved by indorse- 
ments placed on the court-mar- 
tial records by Secretary of the 
Navy Edwin H. Denby. But that 
could not alter the findings.

NEW YORK, Dec. 3]. 


THE WIND OF DISCONTENT 
is rising. Life magazine, in its 
Christmas’ editorial, trumpets 
that 1000 cities should establish 


beaux arts commissions to stop 
the wreckage of America’s beau- 
tiful buildings. The proposed 
bowling alleys in Grand Central 
station have been denounced, 
and the wreckage of the interior 
of Penn Station has been 
mourned, 


In the Reporter, Marya Mannes 
reports that last year almost 
11,000 dwelling units were de- 
molished and new construction 
worth more than seven billion 
dollars is going up. ‘‘New York,” 
she wrote, “is in the throes of 
the greatest building boom in 
its history, a transformation so 
rapid and so immense that the 
native of New York becomes a 
stranger in a new city, all land- 
marks fled. The little restaurant 
in the side street, frequented one 
month ago, is now a hole. The 
shoemaker’s two blocks up is 
black and empty, awaiting demo- 
lition. Where the tailor, the sta- 
tioner, the florist used to be, 
where trimmings and pins and 
ribbons were sold, is a wall 
made of doors to hide the grind- 
ing scoop of the excavator.” 


So far so good, But some 
real estate lobby has sold 
Miss Mannes an awful bill of 
goods; somebody has per- 
suaded her that only rotten- 
ness is coming down, that only 
shiny goodness is going up. 
She’s never set foot in . mod- 
ern apartment or office build- 
ing. Even primitive peoples 
had higher building standards 
than ours which today stand 
lower than at any time in 
history. 


TODAY’S BUILDINGS — with 
a very few exceptions—are not 
only architectural monstrosities. 
They are also poorly built, cold, 
inefficient, uncomfortable, and 
expensive. The rights—as if he 
had any—of the tenant are total- 
ly sacrificed to the greed of the 
builders and the owners. But 
that’s by no means all. The 
rights of the city are totally 
ignored. Most of the new con- 
struction is placed where it is 
needed least, where it will cause 
the greatest traffic jam, upset 
the most people in the most 
ways, upset the economy and 
the living habits of vast num- 
bers, and contribute nothing ex- 
cept wealth to a few people who 
wouldn’t dream of living in their 
rotten buildings, 


But, as I say, the winds of 
discontent at this ravishment 
of our cities are rising in 
many corners, From William 
Styron’s new novel, “Set This 
House On Fire,” comes this 
plaint: “Nothing in America 
remains fixed for long, but my 
old home town, Port Warwick, 
had grown vaster and more 
streamlined and clownish look- 
ing than I thought a decent 
southern town could ever be- 
come,” 


“AS A BOY I had known Its 
gentle seaside charm and 
smelled its ocean wind, and had 
Jolled underneath giant mag- 
nolias and had watched streaked 
and dingy freighters putting out 
to sea, and, in short, had shaken 
loose for myself the town’s own 
peculiar romance. Now the mag- 
nolias had been hacked down to 
make room for a highway along 
the shore; there were noisy 
shopping plazas everywhere, 
blue with exhaust and rimmed 
with supermarkets.

Vaudeville Pair of Prohibition Era 


Zany Careers of Izzy and Moe as

MOE SMITH died the other day 
at the age of 73, and it was the 
first time he had made the head- 
lines in almost 30 years. But 
there was a time, as many an 
old-timer doubtless remembered, 
when the names of Moe Smith, 
and his partner, Izzy Einstein, 


were in the headlines almost 
daily. 


Moe and Izzy, as they were 
known, enjoyed a fame during 
the early 1920s which could come 
only with the time and the cir- 
cumstances. To say they were 
prohibition agents would be like 
saying Paganini played the fid- 
die. They raised liquor sleuthing 
to new and artistic heights never 
achieved before or since. 


Unfortunately, their success 
was their own undoing. They be- 
came so famous their superiors 
finally had to. let them go “for 
the good of the service.” They 
were supposed to make arrests, 
they were told, not headlines. 


But it was widely hinted at the 
time there was professional jeal- 
ousy involved, because during the 
five years in which they operated 
as a sort of Volstead vaudeville 
team they made enough arrests 
to make them the most feared 
and hated operators in the busi- 
ness and to make their names a 
by-word on both sides of the law. 
No other agents were half so 
successful at collecting evidence 
and landing the possessors in 
the pokey. 


No other agents possessed the 
‘imagination and the histrionic 
abilities of Moe and Izzy. To get 
past peepholes they disguised 
themselves as banana peddlers, 
grave diggers, golfers, free 


spenders from the West; musi- 


cians, fishermen and millionaires. 


Once they even posed as prohibi- 
tion agents. 


When the bouncer behind the 
speakeasy peephole asked who 
they were, Izzy nonchalantly re- 
plied, “Oh, just a couple of pro- 
hibition agents.” The bouncer 
found the joke so engaging he 
opened the door, and that: was 
all Moe and Izzy ever needed. 

More unlikely looking sleuths 
would be hard to imagine. But 
it was just this, Izzy once re- 
lated, which got them their jobs. 
When they applied they were told 
they definitely were not the type. 

“That’s just the point,” Izzy 
explained. ‘‘Nobody would ever 
take us for prohibition agents. 
Nobody suspects a fat man.” 
Izzy stood five-feet-two

and Izzy a drink, and lived to

To make an arrest during 
prohibition, an agent had to 
purchase a drink, and also 
produce the evidence. It was 
Izzy who invented the Little 
Dandy Vest Pocket Repository 
for Illicit Booze. Under his 
vest was a small flask with a 
rubber tube leading into the 
vest pocket. The vest pocket 
itself was lined with a water- 
proof material, and Izzy was 
said to be able to pocket the 
evidence while appearing to be 
downing the drink in a way 
that would fool most bartend- 
ers, 


Izzy worked the Bronx as an 
Italian fruit peddler, disguised 
with a soft felt hat, bandana 
neckerchief and corduroy trous- 
ers, The disguise was excellent 
even to the accent. Also his fruit 
was good and it was cheap. He 
won the confidence of various 
saloonkeepers on whom he called, 
and in time they sought to re- 
turn the favor for such excellent 
fruit at such low prices. 

He worked as a streetcar mo- 
torman and finally bought a 
drink from a place which catered 
to the streetcar men. He posed 
as a salesman for cigars, pickles 
and teapots, and made arrests 
as he went along. Izzy and Moe 
posed as prosperous buyers of 
farm property, and went over a 
rura] section looking for a still 
they heard about. After many 
agricultural conversations they 
succeeded in finding not one stil! 
but half a dozen. 

Working as a truck driver and 
his helper, Izzy and Moe more 
than once drove truckloads of 
illicit whisky straight to the Gov- 
ernment warehouse. On a chilly 
day they went swimming at 
Coney Island. Then, wet and 
shivering, they came into a 
joint they suspected, Lesser 
actors would have begged a 
drink, Not Moe and Izzy. They 
had finesse. They just sat and 
shivered and looked pitiful until 
the proprietor’s heart was 
touched. He poured. Then they 
arrested him. 

At the height of their glory, 
Moe and Izzy were sent on a 
sort of barnstorming tour of the 
country, 

In New Orleans Izzy rented 
tails, high hat and a fur-collared 
coat and posed as an Italian 
opera star. ‘‘I cleaned up a lot 
of high class drinking places 
with that disguise,” he later 
boasted, Also in New Orleans 
he again became a banana ped- 


dier, and wandered into a fa-

So great is the remodeling boom that, currently, 
for every $3 spent on new home construction, $2 is going into 
adding extra rooms, installing new siding, modernizing 
kitchens, etc. in old houses, You’l] find borrowing for guch 
purposes easier now. Two-thirds of mortgage lenders recently 
surveyed reported broadening lending policies to make more 
remodeling loans. And some building materials firms, finding 
as much as half of sales now are for remodeling, develop 
ceiling tiles, wall paneling, other items specially for fix-up 
purposes. One of the newest developments—an electrically 
heated wallboard with the heating elements built right in—is 
expected to greatly simplify adding on a new room. 


» A TRUST FOR YOUR CHILDREN: If you're trying to 
save money for their college educations, you might want to 
consider putting any income-producing property you own— 
real estate, bonds, etc.—into a trust with your children as 
beneficiaries. Suggests one financia] expert: You can have 
the property revert to you later. And, as long as the trust 
runs at least 10 years and one day, the income can be ac- 
cumulated for the children and there may be substantial tax 
savings.

With homes today more nearly airtight, 
there’s more chance than ever of trouble when furnaces don’t 
function properly and gases are not properly vented. To test 
for satisfactory operation of chimney or vent, hold a match 
flame near the draft hood. If the vent is working properly, 
the match flame will be drawn into the-hood. If venting is 
faulty, the flame will be blown away or snuffed out, showing 


that fumes are escaping into the room. A serviceman should 


be called to correct this immediately. 


ADD INGENUITIES: A new foam cushion headrest fits 
on any car seat to increase comfort for driver as well as 
passengers—and it also can be used on davenports and chairs 
in the home for TV viewing or- dozing. Its chrome frame 
spreads or closes to anchor it in place, and the cushion itself 
adjusts to various heights and angles.

Izzy had 
been a postoffice clerk and Moe 
was a Cigar salesman and both 
had been cut-ups and the life of 
the party. A writer of the period 
described Izzy as looking like a 
composite picture of all the 
city’s delicatessen owners. 


As a team Izzy soon emerged 
as the virtuoso and Moe the 
straight man. Izzy thought up 
the approaches and he and Moe 
worked then out together. It was 
as though a long suppressed urge 
for the stage now had a chance 
to bloom. Izzy was said to have 
used successfully more than 100 
disguises. But he didn’t rely on 
disguises alone. He acted out 


the role he. undertook. 


Izzy once boasted that he 
never got a drink by acting 
like he was dying for one. 
That was amateur stuff. His 
soul rose above it. He also had 
the advantage of being an ac- 
complished musician, and once, 
disguised as a wandering mu- 
sician, he played his violin 
until the gentler feelings of a 
big-hearted restaurant proprie- 
tor were aroused, and he of- 
fered Izzy a drink. Whereupon 
Izzy added another arrest to 
his list. 

On another occasion Izzy and 
Moe worked for three days as 
hostlers, complete with disguises. 
They had a tip there was a still 
in a certain stable. After -three 
days of feeding and grooming 
horses and nosing around, they 
found what they were looking 
for. 


They had their eyes on a bar 
and grill across from a ceme- 
tery. They dug graves and 
watched the place, stopping now 
and then to drop in, as though 
in need of refreshment and sus- 
tenance. Finally the owner of- 
fered them a drink, and they 
served a summons. 


They spent one afternoon in 
front of another place, with an 
old avtomobile, pretending that 
one of them was selling it to the 
other. They haggled intermin- 
ably over the price and finally 
reached an agreement. Going 
into the bar they asked the pro- 
prietor if they could borrow his 
pen to sign the papers. They 
signed them, and then shook 
hands and Izzy said, quite cas- 
ually, “That really calls for a 
drink.” The owner, completely 
taken ip by this time, set them 
up. 

By the time Izzy and Moe had 
hit their stride, Prohibition en- 
forcement, as a source of news, 
was becoming pretty routine. Re- 
porters who covered federal of- 
fices were looking for human 
interest. They found it in Izzy 
and Moe, and followed their ex- 
ploits from then on, 

James A. Hagerty of the New 
York Times, father of Presiden- 
tial Press Secretary James Hag- 
erty, wrote a poem about them

in the Times, the first verse of 

which was as follows: 

“Now Izzy and Moe, always in- 
cognito, 

Change appearance at each

There was truth in every line. 
They had a well-earned reputa- 
tion for being incorruptible, al- 
though they were offered many 
bribes. And they were never 
slow. It.was said they left 
headquarters early every morn- 
ing with their pockets stuffed 


with summonses, and they 
worked hard and fast until all 
hours of the night. On a good 
day they would make from 25 
to 30 arrests. Their record was 
71 in one day. 

Both men had a sort of off- 
hand bravado that enabled them 
to carry off any situation. One 
time they marched for blocks 
right in the middle of a wet pa- 
rade, carrying banners against 
prohibition. Not just for the fun 
of it, though. As the parade 
reached its end and began to 
break up, they just followed 
some of their fellow paraders 


from place to place and made 
several arrests. 

Izzy sat in’a bar one day, hav- 
ing no luck buying a drink, 
when the conversation turned to 
“that fellow Einstein.”” The bar- 
tender boasted, “‘He’ll never get 
me. I got his picture pasted 
right here behind the bar.” 

“You mean Epstein,” said 
Izzy. “His name’s Epstein.” 

“Einstein,” insisted the bar- 
tender. They argued it a few 
minutes, and Izzy said, *‘Bet you 
a drink it’s Epstein.” The bar- 
tender brought out a newspaper, 
proved his point, poured himself

and they all pressed drinks on 
him. He started passing out 
summonses. 

In Milwaukee he dressed as a 
bum and sat all evening in a 
‘dive looking disconsolate. Final- 
ly a waiter told him to either get 
out or spend some money. 
“Okay,”’ said Izzy. “Give me a 
beer.” 

“You'll buy whisky or out you 
go,”” snapped the waiter. Izzy 
bought whisky. In Detroit they 
were automobile workers, in 
Hollywood movie extras. At Cor- 
nell they donned knickers and 
posed as visiting alumni. 


The pair kept a sort of chart, 
showing how long it took to 
get a drink in various cities. 
Here in St. Louis it took them 
21 minutes. The quickest drink 
was in New Orleans—35 sec- 
onds. Other cities: Detroit, 3 
minutes; Boston, 11 minutes; 
Baltimore, 18 minutes and 20 
seconds, and Atlanta, 17 min- 
utes, 


Maybe it can be taken as some 
kind of tribute to law enforce- 
ment in the nation’s capital, but 
in Washington, D.C. it took them 
two hours and eight minutes. 

“It takes finesse,” the pair 
once told an interviewer who 
sought the secret of their suc- 
cess. “The main thing is, you 
have to be natural. The hardest 
thing an agent has to do is act 
like he really wants a drink, 
without overdoing it.

Moe and Izzy were credited 
with some 5000 arrests during 
the five years they operated. 
That was a lot of arrests, but 
since it was estimated there 
were at least 100,000 bootleg- 
gers, speakeasies and under- 
the-counter restaurants selling 
whisky in New York alone, 
they really were just amusing 
themselves as well as the rest 
of the nation. 

On Nov. 13, 1925, their col- 
orful careers came to an end. 
“The service must be digni- 
fied,” an official was quoted. 
“Izzy and Moe belong on the 
vaudeville stage.” 


Both became insurance sales- 
men, but they dropped out of the 
public eye like last year’s deb- 
utantes. Izzy’s name appeared 
in the headlines again when he 
died in 1938, after an operation 
for leg infection. Now Moe is 
dead, and gone are two once- 
famous symbols of an era. 

‘‘They represent,” said a writ- 
er of the day, “‘all that is good 
or bad, depending on the point 
of view, in the matter’ of Pro- 
hibition.”” Said another, on the 
occasion of Izzy’s death, ‘“They 
provided about the only laughs 
anyone got out of Prohibition.”

‘Ben-Hur’ Heads 
Critie’s 10-Best List 


PICKING the first seven of the 10 best pictures shown in St. 
Louis in 1960 wasn’t hard. But filling the last three places from 
among about 10 worthy candidates was a lot more difficult. ‘“Ben- 
Hur” simply had to be the first-place choice, but it was crowded 
in my mind by at least three 
others which will reckon in 
Academy Award rating. 

Here is my list, in order of 
choice: 

1. BEN-HUR—A noble pic- 
ture, which in spite of its 
spectacle and towering sets 
and hues and splendors, was 
great essentially for its im- 
mensely engrossing story, a 
strong and fascinating narra- 
tive, and its power and pas- 
sion in its intimate scenes. 
William Wyler directed, and 
Karl Tunberg got the credit 
for the script, which really 
should have been shared by 
Christopher Fry. Charlton 
Heston dominated the film 
in the title role, with strong 
support from Stephen Boyd 
as Messala, Jack Hawkins, 
Hugh Griffith, and others. 

2. ELMER GANTRY—Director-scripter Richard Brooks, mak- 
ing .some bold aad startling changes in Sinclair Lewis’s highly 
controversial 1927 novel about a hypocritical preacher, turned out 
a lusty, exciting, vivid and picturesque work almost overwhelm- 
ing in its vitality. Burt Lancaster made Gantry, no longer an 
ordained minister in a concession by the film, more likeable, with 
massive force and magnetism. Jean Simmons, Arthur Kennedy 
and Shirley Jones all turned in performances of Oscar-nomination 
caliber. . 


8. THE APARTMENT—Director-writer Billy Wilder, a keen 
psychologist, kept laughter close to tears as he ironically examined 
the role of sex in a gigantic business firm. What would have 
been some rather sordid stuff was softened with compassion, good 
taste, deft humor and warmth. Jack Lemmon, Shirley MacLaine 
and Fred MacMurray were all excellent in giving the comedy- 
drama that old human touch. 


4. INHERIT THE WIND—Director-producer Stanley Kramer 
turned the play by Jerome Lawrence and Robert E. Lee into a 
brilliant picture, with irony, wit, intellectual bite, pathos, seething 
drama, a battle of ideas and a bold probing of bigotry: As. the 
counterparts of Clarence Darrow and William Jennings Bryan in 
this fictional treatment of the Scopes ‘‘monkey trial’’ in Tennessee 
in 1925, Spencer Tracy and Fredric March lighted up the screen 
with their acting pyrotechnics.

5. SPARTACUS—This was a spectacle on the slave revolt 
against the might of Rome led by the gladiator Spartacus in 73-71 
B.C. in which the characters were always kept sharply in focus. 
Director Stanley Kubrick composed some vivid scenes. Dalton 
Trumbo’s script had sophistication, irony, tenderness and poign- 
ancy as well as violence and horror. Kirk Douglas made an 
impassioned, though not subtle Spartacus, and Laurence Olivier, 
Peter Ustinoff and Charles Laughton made the Roman seem 
very real. 


6. SUNRISE AT. CAMPOBELLO—An immensely moving film 
from Dore Schary’s stage play about the private ordeal of Franklin 
Delano Roosevelt when stricken by infantile paralysis. Ralph 
Bellamy gave a tremendous performance, capturing not only the 
characteristics but the personal magnetism of F.D.R. Greer 
Garson was fine as a shy, brave Eleanor Roosevelt. A study 
in gallantry and courage. 


7. PSYCHO—Alfred Hitchcock, seemingly setting out to scare 
his audiences into nervous tatters, succeeded admirably. It not 
only was a shrewd study of psychotic crime, but probably the 
most shocking and terrifying film ever made. Many might object 
to this on the grounds of taste, but none could deny Hitchcock 
had constructed a horror masterpiece. Anthony Perkins and 
Janet Leigh were starred. 


8. THE DARK AT THE TOP OF THE STAIRS—William Inge’s 
play was made into a gentle, warm and poignant examination of 
the life of an average American small town family, directed 
with compassion and understanding by Delbert Mann. It was 
done with humor, honesty and sudden stabbing touches of pain. 
Robert Preston and Dorothy McGuire headed a first-rate cast. 


$8. SUDDENLY LAST SUMMER—Even though Tennessee Wil- 
Hams reached a low for depravity, decay, shock and violence in 
this play which touched on homosexuality, insanity, cannibalism 
and incest (he and Gore Vidal adapted it), it was a brilliant 
movie. The dialogue was pungent and allusive, Joseph Man- 
kiewicz’s direction was sensitive, and the acting by Elizabeth 
Taylor and Katharine Hepburn was shattering. It was done with 
such finesse that its depravity was implied rather than stated 
crudely. 


10. SAPPHIRE—An English picture which combined a police 
search for the solution to the murder of a beautiful girl with a 
candid examination of a cross-section of London’s Negro popula- 
tion. It was hard and glittering, with cleverly developed suspense, 
intense realism, tenseness, bluntness and a baffling plot. Janet 
Green, who wrote the original screenplay, director Basil Dearben 
and a cast headed by Nigel Patrick as a flinty police inspector, 
shared honors. 


I regretted having to leave out “Conspiracy of 
Hearts,” “Sons and Lovers,” “I’m All Right Jack,” “Porgy 
and Bess,” and “Expresso Bongo.” Other good English 
language films were “On the Beach,” in spite of faults, 
the comedies, “Once More With Feeling,” ‘Please Don’t 
Eat the Daisies,” and “Who Was That Lady?”, the musical 
comedy “Bells Are Ringing,’ the suspense film, “Mid- 
night Lace,” and among the Westerns, John Huston’s 
“The Unforgiven.” 


I THOUGHT the best foreign language films were the French 
“Hiroshima, Mon Amour,” ‘‘The 400 Blows,” “Black Orpheus,” 
and ‘The Cousins,” all by the so-called “New Wave,” and Ingmar 
Bergman's Swedish, ‘‘The Magician,” and “Brink of Life.’ 

As far as male starring performances go, I judged the best 
were those of March, Tracy, Lancaster, Lemmon, Heston, Bel- 
lamy, Olivier and Preston, as noted above. But Laurence Harvey

‘Between -Meal Hunger’ 


THERE’S A STORY TO BE TOLD by two readers’ letters, 
and perhaps I can give you a useful tip about avoiding ‘“‘be- 
tween-meal hunger,” if you are on a reducing diet. 

paywey, one letter, from. which I will quote only a sen- 

eRe rm tence or so, is from 
““E.M.B.”", who tells me 
that she weighed 160 
pounds, lost 12 of them, 
and is now satisfied that 
her weight is right for her 
height and bone structure. 

She writes: ‘‘I didn’t diet 
to lose weight. I just ate 
less.”’ 

When you learn to shed 
pounds that way, by eating 
less, you have achieved 
the best kind of weight- 
control. You have a meth- 
od whereby you can keep 
your weight steady, or you can, if you choose, lose a few 
more pounds. You do not, as do so many, struggle to reduce 
and then find the pounds creeping right back as soon as you 
go off the “reducing diet.” 


Now here’s part of the other letter: 


I wonder if being at least 45 pounds overweight could 
have caused my trouble (in childbirth). Since my first baby 
I have gained a bit of weight, and would like to go on a diet 
that will not hurt me and I won't feel hungry between’ meals. 
—Mrs. N.M. 


Mrs. N.M., don’t hunt for a “‘special diet.” Just learn to 
eat less! That way there is no risk of getting into a diet that 
wil] be harmful. 


DR. MOLNER 


It will take some will power. Enough will power to 
change the old pattern of eating too much. But it can be 
done. And this tip will help: Put the emphasis on protein 
foods, to guard against between-meal hunger. 


There is a sound reason for this. Sugars and other 
starches are used very rapidly by the system. They 
are absorbed quickly. The proteins (lean meat, fish, 
seafood, cheese, eggs) are not absorbed as rapidly. 
It is necessary for the chemistry of digestion to put 
these proteins, or parts of them, through an extra 
process or so, before the food can be burned up as 
energy. Therefore, the proteins tend to stay with you © 
longer, because of the slower absorption. This can be 


genuinely helpful in avoiding that famished feeling 
between meals. 


YOU MAY WELL HAVE HEARD about athletes, some- 
times football players who aren’t very heavy, who nibble a 
lump or two of sugar between halves, because the sugar, 
absorbing quickly, gives them a rapid boost in energy. 

To avoid the between-meals hunger, do the opposite. In- 
stead of eating quick-absorbing foods, eat more of the slow 
ones, which will spread their supply of nutrition over a longer 
period.

WHEN AN ENTERTAINER 
entertains at home she is likely 
to consider certain details of 
which the dverage hostess is un- 
aware.

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U.S. Electric Power Exrected 


To Set Records 


NEW YORK, Dec. 31 (AP)— 
Enough electricity was generat- 
ed in the United States in 1950 
to let each man, woman and 
child burn 13 one hundred watt 
lights 10 hours every day of the 
year. 

Putting it another way, the 
power averaged about enough to 
allow normal] use by each person 
of four air conditioners plus 14 
television sets, 55 coffee perco- 
lators, 314 clocks and 2358 elec- 
tric shavers. 

“The nation’s electric energy 
output, not counting Hawaii and 
Alaska, spurted 6.3 per cent to 
record of 765 billion kilowatt 
hours, a per capita average of 
4716. 

As gauged by Sherman R. 
Knapp, president of Edison Elec- 
tric Institute, this was only one 
measure of seam-bursting activ- 
ity by the electric industry. 

Knapp said peaks were 
achieved in gemerating capabili- 
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ty, plant worth ($46,090,090,090, 
up $3,350,000,000), customers 
served (58,600,000 up 1,100,000, 
gross revenues ($11,590,060,000, 
up 6.5 per cent for investor- 
owned companies) and in faxes 
paid by investor-owned firms 
($2,35,000,000, up $160,000,000, to 
federal, state and local govern- 
ments). 

Long new strides were pre- 
dicted for 1961, with posting of 
another round of records in the 
style that has become customary 
over the last two decades. 

‘Sales by all parts of the in- 
dustry in the contiguous United 
States are estimated to reach a 
new high of 715 billion kilowatt

Knapp said. 

“The number of customers is 
expected to increase to 59,800,000.

The year 1960 was 
marked by high living stand- 
ards, high employment and lav- 
ish store shelves full of luxuries 
unknown to the whole war-time 
generation. Danger$ of inflation 
lurked in the distance, but in- 
dulgent governments generally 
let the spending spree run its 
course unhampered. 

The year saw the crystallizing 
of two economic groupings in 
Europe, the so-called ‘“‘six’’ and 
“seven.”’ At year’s end the im- 
mediate future of these two 
mutually exclusive blocs, and 
particularly the chance for some 
kind of bridge to be built con- 
necting them, is far from cer- 
tain. 


Economic Integration Steps. 


But most economists are satis- 
fied that the year saw historic 
steps towards eventual economic 
integration in Europe. For in- | 
stance, tariffs within both camps 
are now 20 per cent lower than 
last year, and on the last day 
of the year the six common mar- 
ket countries— West Germany, 
France, Italy, Belgium, Luxem- 
bourg and the Netherlands—plan 
a further 10 per cent cut and 
the first moves toward a com- 
mon external tariff. 

The seven-nation European 
free trade area—Britain, Nor- 
way, Sweden, Denmark, Austria, 
Switzerland and Portugal — cut 
tariffs 20 per cent on July 1, 
but plan no further steps until 
next year.

~ We have just completed a rec- 
ord year with sales of about $28,- 
000,000, an increase of some 22 
per cent over 1959’s total. Also 
we currently have a record num- 
ber of buildings under construc- 
tion and find no letup in our 
number of prospects. 

At present our backlog of work 
Stands at roughly $31,000,000, 
slightly below last May’s record 
figure but substantially above the 
$23,000,000 level reached at the 
close of our 1959 fiscal year. A 
major part of this backlog will 
be completed in 1961, assuring 
us of equal or greater sales than 
those enjoyed -in 1960. 

The year just ended found con- 
struction the economic bell- 
wether of the nation and we feel 
that this industry more than any 
other will continue to shore up 
any soft spots we are likely to 
encounter during the remainder 
of the decade. Across the nation 
building work was up again in 
1960 and leading economists con- 
tinue to predict the greatest pe- 
riod for housing, civic and com- 
mercial construction in history. 

These predictions, for the most 
part, are based on the ‘‘popula- 
tion explosion’’ we are currently 
undergoing, In the last 10 years | 
our population grew by some 
25,000,000 and by the year 2000 | 
conservative estimates place the | 
total figure at 340,000,000.

In estimating the performance 
of the steel industry for 1961, it 
is necessary to review what hap- 
pened in 1960. In the past year 
operations were at practical ca- 
pacity for the first four months 
and then gradually tapered off 
until at year end the industry is 
running at approximately 56 
per cent. 

In 1960 the performance of 
basic steel suffered severely 
from the steel strike 1959 that | 
terminated approximately a year 
ago.

AUGUST A, BUSCH JR. 


President, Chairman of Board, 
Anheuser-Busch, Inc. 

The year just ended was, in 
many respects, a year of uncer- 
tainty. It was uncertain because 
of troubled conditions in differ- 
ent parts of the world. It was 
also uncertain because of a na- 
tional election in this country 
in which presidential succession 
was prohibited by law. 

There were other factors, of 
course, but in my opinion, this 
combination of circumstances 
made a major contribution to the 
uncertainty prevailing in busi- 
ness and industry.

In the four- 
year period from 1960 to 1963, 
the industry expects to invest 
$8,400,000,060 in new facilities, 
26.6 per cent more than the $6,- 
700,000,000 expended for 1956- 
59. The year just past marked 
the fourth straight year that 
more than 2,000,000,000 was spent 
for new pipelines and 
ment. By 1963 we expect the 
amount of annual spending to 
rise to $2,380,000,000. 

Gas heat is only one factor in 
the growing Modern 
gas ranges, water heaters, gas 
dryers and combination washer- 
dryers, gas air conditioning and 
refrigeration, incinerators 
and even the rediscovered gas 
lights are swelling the demand. 
In the next five years the Amer- 
ican Gas Association _ predicts 
the industry can sell some 57,- 
500,000 gas appliances of all 
types 

As for distribution facilities to

A review of 1960, as applicable 
to heavy industries such as slab

zinc and lead produced by our 
company, indicates a substantial 
reduction in consumption com- 
pared with our expectations at 
the beginning of the year. The 
year started off at a high level 
of consumption, but, unfortu- 
nately, there has been a rapid 
dropping off in shipments since 
the first quarter. The second, 
third, and fourth quarters showed 
large reductions, and the indus- 
try’s shipments for. the fourth 
quarter are substantially below 
the first quarter. It is now indi- 
cated that the total consumption 
of zinc this year will be around 
855,000 tons, or approximately 
100,000 tons below consumption 
for 1959. 


The industry’s production of 
slab zinc for the year is approxi- 
mately the same as for 1959. 
Production of recoverable zinc 
from domestic mines during the 
year is approximately 10,000 tons 
above the 1959 production. 

Production of slab zine and 
newly mined zinc was reduced 
as a result of major labor strikes 
at plants of the Anaconda Co., 
The Bunker Hill Co., and The 
New Jersey Zinc Co. These 
stoppages had a tendency to keep 
production on a level compara- 
ble with consumption. 

During the last half of the 
year the principal consumers of 
metal (the stee] and automotive 
industries) reduced inventories 
so that the estimated inventory 
in the hands of consumers at 
the end of the year is about 66,- 
000 tons compared with 99,000 
tons at the beginning of the year, 
or a reduction of 334 per cent, 
or 33,000 tons. Consumption for 
the year is the lowest of any 
year since the Korean conflict. 

The average price of slab zinc 
for 1°60 was 12:9c a pound com- 
pared with 11.46c a pound in 
1959, or an increase of 1244 per 
cent. 

World consumption of slab zinc 
has remained at a satisfactory 
level and practically all of the 
surplus zinc stocks, which, at 
the beginning of the year were 
154,000 tons, are in the hands 
of domestic producers. These 
stocks at the end of 1960 will be 
approximately 195,000 tons. 

The outlook for 1961 is not a 
rosy one at this time. It is our 
opinion, however, that while dur- 
ing the first quarter of 1961 
the consumption of zinc and lead 
will be at a low level, we expect 
a gradual improvement starting 
with the second quarter, and we 
anticipate that the total con- 
sumption for 1961 will probably 
approximate the 1960 tonnage. 


CLARK R. GAMBLE 
President, Brown Shoe Co. 
In 1961 the consumer will be 

the one who gains from in- 
creased competition within the 


'shoe industry, since he will be 


able to select shoes from thous- 
ands of styles and in many price 
ranges. What a contrast this is 
to 60 years ago when the largest 
shoe manufacturer had fewer 
than 20 models in his catalogue!

We feel that the country’s econ- 
oym will experience reasonable 
growth and this should: provide 
adequate incentives for added 
sales. The recent National Shoe 
Manufacturer’s Association sur- 
vey indicates that. the 1961 vol- 
ume should be around 640,000,000 
pairs, a 4 per cent increase over 
the estimated 610,000,000 pairs 
for 1960 and a slight increase 
over the 1959 high of 638,000,000 
pairs. 

The challenges which face the 
industry in 1961 are not, how- 
ever, restricted to production 
figures. There are other factors 
to be considered. Some of them 
will have an impact on produtc- 
tion but *. addition they will 
have side effects which should 
also be considered. 

We will find increased com- 
petition among the United States 
manufacturers for certain mar- 
kets. This I feel is a sign of a 
healthy industry. Competition 
usually brings about significant 
improvements in materials, styl- 
ing and merchandising. Each im- 
provement in any of these fields 
means more value for the con- 
sumer and brings about an in- 
creased area of sales opportuni- 
ty. 
Changes in retailing methods 
will have a decided effect on 
shoe sales in 1961. We have seen 
a movement away from the met- 
ropolitan areas into suburban 
developments, and will continue 
to see this trend develop, bring- 
ing with it further innovations in 
retailing practices to keep pace 
with these changes. 

I am confident that the shoe 
industry will meet any challenge 
that 1961 has to offer with the 
same vigor and determination 
that has seen the industry grow 
and prosper in past years.

Common Market Sys-

BUENOS AIRES, Dec. 31 (AP) 
-lLatin America’s economy* in 
7960 showed a see-saw between 
free-enterprise and _ inflationist, 
state-directed trends. The edge 
was definitely for conservative 
practices. 

The two glaring exceptions 
were Cuba, on a rampave toward 
state-control, and Brazil, deeply 
in trouble with growing inf'‘ation. 

Practically all Latin American 
countries continued to complain 
that they lacked capital, either 
national or international, to de- 
velop their resources. 

One development was tentative 
creation of a common market 
System by Argentina, Brazil, 
Mexico, Paraguay, Peru 
and Uruguay. 

The system, however, will not 
be in operation for many years, 
tf it ever succeeds in defeating 
nationalistic trade groups. 

A country-by-country break- 
down, reported by Associated 
Press bureaus and correspond- 
ents, showed this picture: 

ARGENTINA: The peso has 
been stabilized as a tesult of eco- 
nomic reform started in 1959. 
Budget deficits are still huge, 
the cost of living is still increas- 
ing, and economic development 
suffers from lack of imports of 
replacement parts for industries 
and transportation. 

Argentina obtained ample help 
from the International Monetary 
Fund to obtain monetary stabil- 
ity. The peso has been firm at 
around 82 to the dollar for more 
than a year now, after reaching 
@ top of 110 pesos in 1959. The 
stand-by agreements with the 
fund have been renegotiated 

The foreign trade deficit 
reached more than $300,000,000 
in 1960 according to present esti- 
mates. 

BRAZIL: Inflation that con- 
tinues unchecked has put Brazil 
into difficult financial straits. 
The nation’s finantial deficit 
Stands at about 20 billion cru- 
Jaeiros or about $100,000,000. Its

at $130.000,000. This was partly 
covered by a $47,000,000 loan

Since 1957 Brazil has printed 
more than 100 billion cruzeiros 
(about $500,000,000) in paper 
money to cover costs of building 
a new capital and industrial ex- 
pansion. 


Although Brazil strives for in- 
dustrial expansion, coffee is still 
its major money maker. Brazil- 
ian coffee production far out- 
reaches world demand. Present 
surpluses are estimated at 45,- 
000,000 b- 7s of 132 pounds each. 
This is more coffee sitting in 
warehouces than is trade around 
the world in a year. 


CUBA: Under Fidel Castro, 
Cuba in 1960 was in a swing from 
the normal capitalist economy to 
a national economy completely 
tied to the Communist bloc, and 
featuring the Communist system 
of economy by nationalization. 

A near'y complete United 
States embargo on exports to 
Cuba aded troubles to the svs- 
tem. Cuba retalicted by confis- 
catine a further 167 United States 
fi-ms, which brouvht to $1,250 
009,000 the total Un'ted States as- 
sets seized by the Castro reaime, 
according to American embassy 
estimates. 

Anart from United States 
firms, most imoortant Cuban 
business enterprises are now 
state-overated or run by govern- 
ment-appointed ‘“‘interventors.”’ 

Throuch the far-flung institute 
of agrarian reform, the govern- 
ment controls all agriculture and 
agricultural marketing, and most 
imrorts and exnorts.

PITTSBURGH, Dec. 31 (AP)—

For a time, it seemed fore- 
casts of a boom year might hit 
the mark. The nation’s mills, 
‘cunning near full speed after 
the record 1ll6-day strike of 
1959, produced 34,739,210 tons in 
the first quarter—tops for any 
three-month period in. history. 
Then steel consumers, taking 
stock of bulging inventories, be- 
gan . reducing orders. Mills 
slowed; furlough notices went up. 

No Recovery in Sight. 

The industry’s operating rate 
slipped from a peak of 95.7 per 
cent in January to 42.2 per cent 
in the July 4 holiday week. The 
tempo picked up little in’ suc- 
ceeding months, fluctuating in 
or near the 50-55 per cent range, 
and the year ended with no re- 
covery in sight 

As output dropped, so did em- 


Steelworkers 


ployment of . production and 
maintenance workers. David J. 
McDonald, president of _ the 
1,200,000-member United Steel- 
workers estimated some 150,000 
members were made idle and 
twice as many more were work- 
ing less than 40 hours a week. 

Steel analysts put chief blame 
for the production slump on 
slashing of inventories by con- 
sumers. In the second half, big 
steel users maintained supplies 
at abnormally low levels. Mill 
orders suffered as a result. For- 
eign stcel imports, competition 
from other materials and a se- 
ries of railroad strikes also con- 
tributed to the over-all decline. 

Prices Not Boosted. 

Despite increased payroll 
costs, steel producers held the 
line on base prices. Industry 
sources believe prices will re- 
main unchanged as long as mar- 
ket weaknesses persist 

Some firms had to cut sup- 
plemental unemployment bene- 
fits to furloughed workers, and 
others were considering similar 
action because of a heavy drain 
on these funds. The reductions 
are provided in U.S.W. contracts. 

In speeches and statements, 
McDonald repeatedly urged es- 
tab'ishment of a shorter work 
week—with no reduction in pay 
—to spread available employ- 
ment. He said the union. wouid 
seek national legislation in 1961 
for a 32-hour week. 

“If Congress does not act 
promptly,’’ McDonald. warned, 
‘the United Steelworkers will 
have no alternative but to press 
for the four-day week in our 
next contract negotiations.” 

30-Month Contract. 

The union and basic steel pro- 
ducers reached agreement on a 
new 30-month contract Jan. 4. 
had ended their 
strike Nov. 7, 1959, under a Taft- 
Hartley injunction. 


The contract provided an es- 
timated 39-cent average hourly 
pay package increase, including 
a basic seven-cent wage boost 
last Dec. 1 and a simi:ar hike 
next Oct. 1. After the Dec. 1 
rise, basic hourly rates ranged 
from $2.20 to $4.27. 

In his campaign for a shorter 
work week, McDonald asserted 
that automation had increased 
mill efficiency to-a point where

consumption no longer_can keep 
up with production. 

Management spokesmen coun- 
tered that stepped-up efficiency 
always has been balanced by 
market growth in the long run. 

148,570,970-Ton Potential. 

The American steel industry 
in 1960 was equipped to turn 
out 148,570,970 net tons annually. 
It could pour more steel run- 
ning at 50 per cent of capacity 
than it could at almost 75 per 
cent 10 years ago. 

In 1959 strike-curtailed pro- 
duction reached 93,500,000 tons. 
In recession-ridden 1958 output 
totaled 85,200,000 tons. The in- 
dustry record is 117,000,000 tons 
set in 1955 at an average pro- 
duction rate of 93 per cent.

The industrial capacity of the 
St. Louis area was enlarged and 
improved in 1960, but the de- 
cline in business activity and 
the removal of some plants to 
other areas reduced manufac- 
turing employment here. Mer- 
gers also further modified the 
corporate structure of St. Louis 
industry. 

To provide for the growing de- 
mand resulting from population 


-growth and increased consump- | 


tion per person, utilities serving 
the area invested $123,345,000 in 
new facilities in 1960. 

Union Electric Co. spent a 
record amount of about $73,000,- 
000 in 1960 on new plant. and 
equipment. This was 35 per 
cent more than the company’s 
capital outlays of $54,000,000 in 
1959. 

Work is continuing on the 
fourth generating unit of the 
company’s Meramec plant, 
scheduled to be completed in 
early 1961. This unit will be cap- 


able of generating 350,000 kilo- | 


‘watts of electricity and will in- 
crease the company’s total ca- 
pacity to 2,285,000 kilowatts. 


The company last year also | 


the announced program to in- 
crease the productive capacity of 
the St. Louis plant of Anheuser- 

Busch, Inc., by 20 per cent at a 
cost of $20,000,000. Capacity of 
the plant will be increased from 
6,000,000 barrels of beer a year 
to 7,300,000 barrels. 

Monsanto Chemical Co., which 
employs about 6000 persons in 
the St. Louis area, continued 
construction on a multi-million 
dollar research center and a 
new office building at its head- 
quarters site in Creve Coeur. 
In addition, a new plant was 
completed near St. Charles for 
the production of pure silicon 
metal and production facilities 
for many chemicals were ex- 
panded at the St. Louis and 
Monsanto, IIl., plants. 


The company continued its 
rapid expansion in other parts 
of the United States and over- 
seas. Capital outlays in 1960 
amounted to over $100,000,000, 
an increase of $24,000,000 over 
the 1959 total. 

The Chevrolet division of Gen- 
eral Motors Corp. in 1960 com- 
pleted a three-year moderniza- 
tion and expansion program at 
its St. Louis assembly plant, 
adding further to the area’s 
considerable capacity to produce 
automobiles.

Completions Off 9 Pct. 


: Exploratory activity designed 
to find new oil reserves was 
down about 12 per cent: Well 


completions were down about 9 
per cent and the 1960 total may 
be the lowest since 1952. Efforts 
early in the year to reduce ex- 
cess: products inventories were 
aggravated by record level oper- 
ations by refineries 

The over-all. 1960 situation 
prompted renewed emphasis on 
programs designed to reduce 
costs and improve efficiency. 

The new year, however, may 
bring increased labor costs to 
refiners. Several major compa- 
nies by mid-December had off- 
ered to meet union demands by 
granting a 5 per cent wage in- 
crease. Such hikes at refineries 
normally are passed on to em- 
ployes in other segments of the 
industry 

Crude production in 1960 aver- 
aged about 7,020,000 barrels a 
day, compared with 7,034,000 in 
1959, 6,710,000 in 1958, and a rec- 
ord 7,170,000 in 1957. Early fore- 
casts indicate a 1961 gain of 
only 1 to 1% per cent. 

December crude_ inventories 
were nearly 25,000,000 barrels be- 
low levels a year earlier. Texas, 
supplier of more than 35 per cent 
of the nation’s crude, was a 
major contributor to the cutback. 
The state’s 1960 crude production 
allowables totaled only 104 cal- 
endar days, compared with 126 
in 1959, 122 in .1958, and 171 in 
1957. 

Crude Prices Down 

Domestic crude prices in 1959 
dropped 9 cents a barrel to a 
$3.03 average. The 1960 drop 
was only 3 cents, with Novem- 
ber prices averaging $3. Whole- 
sale prodtcts prices were firmer, 
averaging $3.94 a barrel in No- 
vember, compared with $3.78 a 
year earlier and a 1958 average 
of $3.87, 

Only about 46,000 well com- 
pletions were indicated for 1960. 
The 1959 total of 50,924 compared 
with 49,142 in 1958 and a record 
98,259 in 1956. 

Congress took little action on 
oil and gas matters in 1960. 
Practically the same problems— 
import controls, natural gas 
price regulation, depletion tax 
allowance and gasoline taxes— 
will be before the new Congress 
and new administration in 1961. 

Industry spokesmen, however, 
claimed two major victories in 
1960. A price conspiracy anti- 
trust suit against 18 companies 
was dismissed without defense 
testimony in Tulsa, Okla.,. in 
February. 

On June 20 the United States 
Senate, by a 56-to-30 vote, re- 
fused to reduce the industry’s 
2744 per cent depletion tax al- 
lowance.

Needed to Provide 


Better Service. 


By RUSSELL L. DEARMONT

In 1960, the railroad industry 
felt the impacts of the generally 
unfavorable economic conditions 
that prevailed throughout most 
of the year. Missouri Pacific 
was not immune to those effects 
despite the continued industrial 
growth and relative prosperity 
of its ll-state territory in the 
Midwest, South and ‘Southwest. 
Carloadings for the year will be 


around 2 per cent under the 
1959 totals. 
Operating revenues are ex- 


pec ted to total about $298 000,000. 
ing a downward trend of 
2 per cent under 1959. The 
incre in wages and payroll 
taxes will amount to almost 
$4,300,000 for the year. These 
higher costs will be offset to 
some extent through increased 
operating efficiencies and by in- 
creases in freight rates and mail 
payments during the latter part 
of the year. 

In the interest of better serv- 
ice for shippers and travelers, 
the industry continues to need 
relief from oppressive regula- 
tion and relief from discrimina- 
tory taxes at federal; state and 
local levels. It needs relief from 
mounting pressures ‘of continued 
higher wage demands without 
corresponding adjustments in 
work rules. 


One Small Crack. 


One small crack in the hither- 
to solid armor of unremitting 
adherence to old-fashioned work 
rules was the recent repeal in 
North Dakota of that state’s ex- 
cess crew law. The so-called full 
crew laws on the statute books 
of other states still continue to 
saddle railroads with unneces- 
sary train employes. This situa- 
tion in Arkansas costs the Mis- 
souri Pacific alone almost a 
million dollars a year. 

Some surcease from the prob- 
lems at the federal level was re- 
ceived through the _ so-called 
Transportation Act of 1958. It 
helped, but the industry knew it 
was not enough and the railroads 
still remain plagued with a na- 
tional transportation policy that

falls far. short of giving the car- | 
riers equal rights with others in | 


the transportation industry. 

Subsidies that aid air, water 
and highway carriers should 
stop; the discriminatory war- 
time federal excise tax of 10 per 
cent on passenger tickets should 
be repealed; regulations that 
grant unfair advantages to com- 
peting carriers should be re- 
pealed and the railroads given 
the right to diversify their serv- 
ices to provide a ‘‘one-package” 
transportation service for their 
patrons. 

Whether or not the new Presi- 
dential Committee, appointed to 
consider the whole railroad pic- 
ture, will be able to bring about 
a new concept of Jabor-manage- 
ment relations and succeed in 
gaining acceptance of its find- 
ings by all concerned remains to 
be seen. In any event, the end 
result is not likely to be felt in 
1961; therefore, the rail industry 
must be prepared to operate un- 
der present conditions for the 
time being. 

Picture Looks Bright. 


The railroad picture of the fu- 
ture looks bright, particularly if 


the industry is given wider op- | 


portunities to operate with less 
restrictions in the area of the 
entire transportation field. The 
railroads look forward with con- 
fidence to continuing to be the 
strong backbone of America’s 
transportation system which has 


always been their traditionally | 


proud role.

cific. Railroad, as well as wit-

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1960 Was Prosperous 
for Those With Jobs 
But

TORONTO, Dec. 31 (AP) 
Operation at.around record 
leVels was not enough to keep the 
Canadian economy fully occupied 
this year. Some chose to call it 
“the poorest boom on record,” 
but most people labeled it a re- 
cession, and the early-year 
promise of a boom made it all 
the harder to take. 

For most Canadians — those 
with jobs—it was a prosperous 
year, with earnings increasing 
and prices. maintaining a fairly 
stable level, and they showed 
it with ‘increased consumer 
spending. 

Population and the work force 
increased and more people than 


ever were employed, but grow- | 


and unemployment was des most 
immediately disturbing factor of 


| the economy. 


Exports High. 

Exports were a bright fea- 
ture, with indications that mer- 
chandise trade will end the year 
to a balance, 
several years of deficits 

In the first nine months, ex- 
ports to all countries totalled 
$3,995,400,000, up more than 
eight per cent from 1959, while 
imports were only slightly ahead 
of last year at $4,115,900,000. 

Nine-month figures, however, 
showed a continuing large trade 
deficit with the United States. 
Purchases from the United 
States totaled $2.303.100,000 and 
totaled $2,788,700,000 

While merchandise trade with 
the world is moving into bal- 
ance, Canada continués to run a 
deficit in her over-all bal- 
ance of international payments— 
about $1,500,000,000 this year 

This arises from a variety of 
factors, including foreign invest- 
ment in Canada, Canadian bor- 
rowing in New York markets, 
and an adverse balance in the 
tourist field. 

Some Criticism. 

Some Canadian financial prac- 
tices are criticized on the ground 
that they tend to channel Cana- 
dian savings into more tradi- 
tional investments, while outside 
money goes into the growth in- 
dustries.

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Federal spending is the most 
important single prop under the 
economy. Federal programs 
account for better than §1 out 
of every $10 spent in this country 
for goods and services of all 
kinds. 

The latest figures show that 
federal purchases of goods and 
services increased during July, 
August and September to an an- 
nual rat of $52,700,000,000. In Oc- 
tober, November and December 
the rate probably approached 
54 billion dollars 

On the basis of the revised fed- 
eral budget estimates issued in 
October, some experts here say 
the purchasing rate will climb to 
about 55 billion dollars in the 
first three months of 1961. They 
predict a further advance to 
about $55,500,000,000 in April, 
May and June. 

These estimates may prove 
conservative. They do not take 
into account defense stepups 
ordered since early October, pos- 
sible new programs to be initi- 
ated by the Kennedy administra- 
tion, and the stimulating effect 
‘of Mr. Ejisenhower’s new pro- 
gram to stem the gold drain by 
spending more at home and less , 
abroad. 

Estimates of Increase. 

Even so, these estimates indi- 
cate that the annual rate of fed- 
eral purchases will climb by 
nearly three billion dollars be- 
tween the end of last September 
and next June 30. Significantly, 
this increase will coincide with 
what. probably will prove the 
economy’s roughest months. By 
this token, it will be an impor- 
tant anti-recession factor. 

And should a major recession 
develop, Kennedy has repeated- 
ly said he would turn to deficit- 
spending as a pump-priming de- 
vice. In addition, he has indicated , 
he would urge bigger defense 


outlays than those now pro-, 
grammed by the Eisenhower 
Administration. 


As things now stand, an in- 
crease in defense contracting 
ate in 1960 portends further 
spending increases in the last 
half of 1961; There always is a 
lag between contracting and 
spending. 

Curb on Overseas Spending.

iprive fotelgners of dollars that GIFT 


could be used to buy American 
gold—also should give the econ- 
omy a noticeable lift. 

When these programs are fully 
effective, within one to two 
years, overseas spending will be 
reduced by about a billion dol- 
lars. The money won't be saved 
in the usual sense, however. In- 
stead, it.will be spent in the 
United States. 

Take, for example, the 284,000 
military dependents who. will 
gradually be pulled back from 
overseas. They probably will end 
up spending more money at home 
than they would have abroad 
living costs here are 
higher. From the standpoint of 


ithe American economy, this will 


be just like adding one good- 
sized city to the population. 

All in all, then, the whole pic- 
ture for 1961 indicates increas- 
ing stimulation of the economy 
through federal programs—stim- 
ulation that may be badly needed 
before winter ends.

half of 1961. 

An unexpected windfall of 
foreign sales, plus a good carry- 
over. of domestic orders from 
the previous year, helped the 
industry ship $630,000,000 of 
metal cuting and forming tools 
in 1960. 

That was a $92,000,000 increase 
from 1959. New orders came in 
more slowly than in 1959. They 
totaled roughly $650,000,000, a 
$9,000,000 drop. The United 
States industry entered the new 
year, therefore, with only a 4.2- 
month backlog of orders, com- 
pared with the five-month. back- 
log with which it opened thé 
year. 

Some major cancellations of 
domestic orders this fall, includ- 
ing multi-million dollar jobs on 
two automobile models which 
were dropped by the manufac- 
turets, left the tool builders un- 
certain over 1961 prospects. 

The Commerce Department’s 


metalworking division, in fore-

WASHINGTON, . Dec. 31 (AP) 
—The United States forged ahead 
of the 
volume and sweep of space ex- 
periments in 1960, but the Rus- 
sians made great strides in put- 
ting: animals into orbit and re- 
covering some of them. 

The United States, running 
into test difficulties, failed to at- 
tain its goal of launching a Mer- 
cury astronaut in a 16-minute, 
125-mile high ballistic trial flight 
before the end of the vear. It 
still had advanced sufficiently, 
however, to remain within. reach 
of the larger purpose—a man in 
orbit in 196] 

The Soviets also obviously met 
with unexpected obstacles, 
though they tell the public little 
about their failures. There was 
good reason to believe they had 
planned to launch a manned 
space station in September—for 
propaganda while Premier 
Khrushchev was in the United 
Nations spotlight at New York. 
But the shot never materialized. 

In August the Reds announced 
they had launched two small 
dogs and some mice and rats 
into orbit and later recovered 
them. On Dec. 1 they reported 
launching a five-ton space craft 
carrying two more dogs and 
some smaller animals. The or- 
biting zoo and its occupants 
burned up on re-entering the at- 
mosphere, or were destroyed on 
impact with the earth, after little 
more than a day in space. 

Most sensational of the many 
United States space feats was 
the recovery of 300-pound instru- 
mented capsules from four Dis- 
coverer satellites. 

The first of these, from Dis- 
coverer XIII, was fished out of 
the Pacific by a helicopter Aug. 
ll, the first man-made object to 
be recovered intact from a satel- 
lite. 

One week later a C-119 flying 
boxcar snagged the capsule of 
Discoverer XIV, ejected from the 
satellite after a day in orbit— 
by means of a nylon rope caught 
under the capsule’s parachute. 

And on Nov. 14 another C-119 
duplicated the feat. The 1200- 
pound Discoverer XVII had been 
in orbit more than two days 
when ordered to eject its cap- 
sule. The instrument-filled cap- 
sule was coated with protective 
material and its .melting away 
reduced the package’s weight 
from 300 pounds to 125 pounds 
when the plane hooked it in 
midair. 

The fourth capsule was re- 
covered in the same manner 
from Discoverer XVIII, on Dec. 
10, after three days in orbit 
and 48 times around the earth. | 
Its contents, sent up to test | 
radiation hazards in space, in- | 
cluded samples of various types 
of human tissue.

Second Best Sales Year 
Ending; Hoped-for Boom 
Never Came.

DETROIT, Dec. 31 (AP)—The 
automobile industry fell short of 
its goals in 1960, but still wound 
up with its second best sales 
year. Uncertainty apparently 
lies ahead. 

Final figures will show sales 
of. about 6,500,000 passenger cars, 
6,000,000 of them American 
made. But dealgrs go into the 
new year with their largest win- 
ter supplies of unsold cars in 
history, a fair sprinkling of them 
1960 models. Total inventories 
are only a fraction shy of all- 
time records. 

While the hoped-for sales ex- 
plosion never came, things 
popped on several other fronts 
in the industry. 

Management Upsets. 

Chrysler, Ford and Studeba- 
ker-Packard changed top offi- 
cers, Chrysler in spectacular 
fashion

Five new car names in- 
troduced, all of them in the com- 
pact field.

Imports 
dropped off for the first time 
since they made their original 
splash in the mid-fifties 

It was a year when compact 
and economy were the key 
words.

The new ones at the start of 
1960 were Falcon, Corvair and 
Valiant.

1960. But the picture wasn’t as 


rosy as the figures made it 
seem. to appear. 
Merchants generally weren't 


able to make their profits match 
the sales increase. A sharp gain 
in exports failed by a 
margin to correct the nation’s 
imbalance of payment. 

The Federal Reserve Board 
estimated retail sales at an im- 
presive 220 billion dollars, com- 
pared with 215.4 billion for 1959. 
But storekeepers, big and small, 
were caught in a profit squeeze 


because of higher costs of opera- 


tions. Retail trade got much of 
its buoyance from sales by new 
car dealers and a ‘partment 
stores. Major appliances were 
one of the softest spots

two per cent above the previous

There was a general reluctance 
to go out on a limb in predic- 
tions about even the early part 
of 1961.

The race to the suburbs con- 
tinued almost unabated as many 
big regional shopping centers 
sprang up.

The United States’ exports for 
1960 were estimated by the cen- 
sus bureau at 19.4 billion dollars, 
up from 16.3 in 1959.

An interview with Fred B. Hunt, 
Southwestern Bell Vice President 
and General Manager for Missouri

Technical advances, new services promise 
you greater convenience, more enjoyment 


The most important improvement in St. Louisans’ 
telephone service since dial phones were installed here 
more than 34 years ago will be made next spring. At 
that time, new Direct Distance Dialing will go into 
service. You'll be able to dial direct your own Long 
Distance calls with just 10 turns of the dial. Calls will 
zip through in 30 seconds or less. That’s three times 
faster than now. 


But, big as it is, Direct Distance Dialing is only one 
of the service improvements planned for the St. Louis 
area in 1961. All in all, some $21 million will be pumped 
into this area’s economy to bring you telephone service 
improvements, according to Fred B. Hunt, who heads 
up operations for Southwestern Bell in our state. 


Mr. Hunt disclosed his company’s plans for ’61 
during an interview. When he speaks, his voice is quiet, 
confident, friendly. Mr. Hunt is an intense man who 
has set for himself and the other 6,500 telephone em- 
pipyece in the St. Louis area a tough goal: Always do 

tter job; never be satisfied with the present. 


_ His company’s plans for *61 certainly reveal his 
intent to do a better job... to make telephone service 
better, year after year. 


TWO TYPES OF IMPROVEMENTS 


Mr. Hunt observed that Southwestern Bell actually 
improv es Serv ice in two distinct ways. 


One is by offering things that make telephone service 
more convenient and enjoyable and give customers ‘a 
wider range of choices. Examples are the Princess 
phone, introduced only last year; phones in a wide 
variety of colors; wall telephones; and the new Home 
Interphone, which is now being introduced.

_ “But,” he added, ‘“‘space-age communications is 
some 10 years or more away.

The earnings of the in- 
vested dollars will: come home 
and eventually help to restore 
a payments balance.

Exports Exceeded. 


This is almost three times the 
amount in 1950. For many types 
of goods, and in many countries, 
the output of United States 
owned foreign companies ex- 
ceeded American exports of the 
same products.

London . Criticism. 

And there was probably more 
criticism in London than in the 
United States when Ford Motor 
Co. got approval from the British 
government to purchase full con- 
trol of its British subsidiary, 
Ford Motor Co., Ltd., a few 
weeks ago. Britons are becom- 
ing touchy about United States 
control of their motor-car indus- 
try. 

Ford's deal meant the transfer 
of more than $300,000,000 to for- 
eign holders. It came just after 
President Eisenhower had issued 
unpopular orders requiring the 
armed forces to send home the 
families of half the United States 
service men stationed abroad. 


The White House decree was 
part of a seven-point dollar-sav- 
ing program intended to narrow 
the payments gap by one billion 
dollars a year. The Ford trans- 
action would have nullified all 
the immediate savings. 


The Administration neverthe- 
less did no more than ask Ford 
to consider the payments deficit 
and arrange the transaction with 
as little impact as possible on 
the dollar, perhaps by using its 
holdings of sterling. 

Ford’s timing was considered 
by some to be unfortunate, and 
the sum was huge. Officials 
pointed out that Ford had every 
bit as much right to buy full 
ownership of British Ford as 
any American has to buy French 
perfume, a German car, a Brit- 
ish topcoat or a Japanese trans- 
istor radio. In each case dollars 
go abroad. 


Investment Doubles. 


Virtually every major Ameri- 
can corporation is now overseas 
or is considering going. Direct 
American investment in Britain 
has doubled since 1956. 


Nearly 900 United States com- 
panies now operate there, in- 
cluding Standard Oil (New Jer- 
sey), General Motors and Mon- 
santo Chemical.

NEW YORK, Dec. 31 (AP)— 
The food industry kept right on 
expanding in 1960, shrugging off 
the slowdown which affected 
some segments of the economy. 
Total consumer expenditures 
during the year were estimated 
by Paul S. Willis, president of 
the Grocery Manufacturers of 
America, Inc., at 76 billion dol- 
lars compared with 73 billions 
in 1959. He foresaw spending of 
78 billions next year and perhaps 

105, billions a year by 1970. 
Part of the year’s gain in dol- 
lar sales was due to higher 
prices. Monthly figures report- 
ed by the Bureau of Labor Sta- 


" tistics in January and February 


were lower than a year earlier, 
but the index caught up with 59 
in March. From April through 
October, it was 1.2 to 2.5 points 
higher than a year earlier. The 
1960 figures were lower than 
those of 1958 January 
through September, gighs ver. 

The wholesale food index com- 
piled by Dun & Bradatre , Inc., 
showed a somewhat ‘eines 
price pattern, running well be- 
low 1959 from Jan. 1 until early 
August. From. then on, how- 
ever, it usually, ran ahead Of 

*59 and the gap widened as the 
year ended. The index repre- 
sents the total cost at wholesale 
of one pound each of 31 foods 
in general use.

What about 1961? 

The Department of Agricul- 
ture expects retail food prices 
to average close to this year. 
Food supplies are expected to 
be a little larger, but the in- 
crease in population will keep 
per capita consumption about 
even with 1960. 

Beef, milk, poultry, margarine 
and frozen vegetables are ex- 
pected to be more plentiful, 
while some reductions are 
fooked for among other dairy 
products, eggs and canned 
juices. 

Beef consumption per capita 
is expected to run around 90 
pounds, a_ gain of about 4 
pounds on the year with most of 
the increase from lower grade 
cattle providing hamburger, 
stew meat and other less ex-

and how to meet tax bills that 
threaten to mount at the state 
and local levels.

Business 
competition—and therefore bar- 
gains—definitely is.

JOBS—More of them but not 
necessarily in some of the tradi- 
tional industries nor in the old 
skills. 

The early weeks of 1961 may 
see 5,000,000 out of work, with 
those in heavy industry worst 
hit, and work weeks shortened 
in some factories. Displacing of 
workers by automation mav be 
offset in part by moves to re- 
train workers. Particularly dis- 
tressed areas hope for federal 
aid. Business may open some 
new jobs by thé middle of the 
year by stepping up spending for 
plant and equipment (but the 
year’s total is expected to be 
less than 1960's) and by start- 
ing to rebuild inventories after a 
long period of living off them.

“Back in ancient history the 
people of Hunza attacked cara- 
vans passing between central!

‘Why wx 
stopped I don’t know, but it’s a 
fact that many centuries ago 
the people turned to peaceful 
farming. It’s against their na- 
ture to settle disagreements by 
violence.”’ 

But Hunza does have legal 
cases, usually involving land 
and water, both of which are in 
short supply. Most are settled 
at the village council level, only 
the emost semous cases coming 
before the Mir in weekly ses- 
sions at his redstone royal 
palace. Banishment is reserved 
for such grave offences as se- 
duction—rare crime among 
these devout Moslem people,

While no statistics are kept, 
the Mir says many men live 
past 100. He nominated as the 
oldest man in the state, a lively 
10-year-old who still walks daily 
between his home and the near 
est village—a total distance ol 
about 12 miles, 

Walking in the mountain air 
may help to explain the extreme 
longevity, for it4s a way of life 
among these tall, fair skinned 
people. The only wheeled ve 
hicles are two jeeps owned by 
the Mir 

The Mir believes santo fac- 
tor may be Hunza’s diet,-w which 
is based on raw fruit and boiled 
cereals, Still another may be the 
unhurried and unworried nature 
of a pastoral existence which is 
only beginning to catch up with 
the centuries 

Hunza’s remoteness has helped 
the state retain its isolated iden- 
tity. Baltit can be reached only 
by tortuous jeep trail that climbs 
to 12.000 feet in twisting 68 miles 
over the mountains from Gilgit. 
A feature of the trip is a 600-foot 
ride in a small box suspended 
from a cable 300 feet above the 
Hunza river. Only 483 visitors 
have signed since a guest book 
was opened at the Mir’s palace 
in 1914. 

The first man to sign the guest 
book was a representative of 
Great Britain, which held loose 
suzerainty over Hunza until 1947. 
Most visitors now come irom 
Pakistan, which controls Hunza’s 
external relations, défense and 
communications,

San Francisco Moves Ahead on Rapid Transit 


$926-Million Rail System for Bay Area Being Reviewed Preparatory to Bond Vote 


“It would be unthinkable in the telephone industry for each tele- 
phone call to be transmitted on an individual wire, one call at a 
time. Yet, that is what we are asking of a transportation system 
which consists of the private automobile alone. For the automobile 
is a device for individual transportation. What is needed is a 
complementary means of mass transportation.” 


B hen ABOVE is from a speech to San Francisco telephone employes by 

John M. Peirce, general manager of the San Francisco Bay Area Rapid 

Transit District. He was explaining the philosophy behind the district's 

ang for a $926-million rail system to provide high-speed travel within the 
area. 

Reliance on the private auto has brought grave rush-hour congestion 
in the area, which has a population of 2,600,000 people and 1,100,000 cars. 
During the past five years, the population has risen by 10 per cent. But, 
during the same interval, peak-hour auto traffic from the suburbs into down- 
town San Francisco, Oakland and Berkeley has shot up nearly 50 per cent. 

“It is ridiculous to contemplate,” Peirce says, “but if this five-to-one 
ratio of increased auto travel to population growth continues, some pretty 
frightening prospects of chaotic congestion present themselves.” 

The threat of possible traffic chaos led to creation of a fact-finding 
board nearly a decade ago. As a result of the boards work, the Rapid 
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Transit District was formed in 1957. Since then, the present plans have 
been worked up, in preparation for a bond election next fall or in the spring 
of 1962. 

Two objectives were kept foremost in mind as the rail network was 
planned. The first was that public rapid transit facilities should be pro- 
vided “for the great mass of commuters whose twice-a-day trips create the 
most critical congestion.” (Peirce explains: “It is during peak commuting 
hours—and, except for unusual cases, only during these hours—that auto 
congestion becomes intolerable.”) 

The second point was that to fill its role properly, rapid transit “must 
be modern and efficient enough to attract large numbers of people from 
their automobiles. And to do this, it must be competitive with the private 
automobile by being faster, as comfortable, as convenient, more economi- 
cal to use and safer than the automobile.” : 

Having started much earlier, the San Francisco area is farther along 
than St. Louis in getting at its transportation problem. Much of the fact- 
finding has been completed for the St. Louis area, but so far there is no 
unified approach to dealing with the situation. The bulk of the fact-finding 
for St. Louis was accomplished by the $535,000 Gilman survey, finished in 
the fall of 1959. Its recommendations embrace e ing from traffic- 
control changes and street improvements to an all-bus rapid transit system.

Simple ‘Water Sculpturing’ Turns Odds 


And .Ends Into Exotic Decorations 


1. Candles should be broken up, put in dry pot and 
melted over low heat. If mixture is allowed to boil, 
wax is apt to splatter over stove and surrounding 
area. Remove the mixture and allow it to cool for 
a few minutes before pouring into the container. 


3. Plunge container of hot wax into cold water. 
Rubber gloves should be worn to protect hands 
and arms, since the wax might flow onto skin.

A. called water sculpturing can be used to add a festive 
note to the home during that rather drab time of the year between 
the holidays and the first spring flowers. By plunging hot wax into 
cold water, imaginative and colorful decorations can be obtained for 
use on entrance hall stands, fireplace mantels and coffee. or dining 
room tables. 

Some of the formations shoot up in the water to resemble stalac- 
tites or stalagmites. Others look like driftwood, coral or pieces of 
fungus. Once the decorations have dried thoroughly, they can be 
combined with ivy, laurel or ferns for an inexpensive and long-lasting 
arrangement. 

The sculpturing process begins by melting down half-burnt 
Christmas candles. White paraffin, to which color crayon has been 
added, also may be used if desired. After the melted wax has been 
allowed to cool for a few minutes, the liquid is poured into a shallow 
heat-resistant glass or plastic container. (The container should be 
dipped into cold water immediately before pouring the wax.) 

Next the container is plunged into a sink or tub of cold water. 
To obtain low spreading formations, use shallow water. To obtain 
higher, more pointed formations, use deep water. If left in cold water 
a few minutes, formations will separate from the container. After dry- 
ing, the decorations are ready for use in floral arrangements.

tanks and armored cars gutted most downtown buildings as the heart of the 
city changed hands several times. The United States embassy was set afire 
when struck by a shell. The toll of dead and injured was high.

northward, scoring additional successes. by the Pathet Lao 
radio indicated that the proCommunists, having lost in regular fighting, 
would resume their old guerrilla tactics. 

Laos was “neutralized” by the 1954 Geneva Conference which ended 
the Indochinese War, but Pathet Lao guerillas have continued to hold 
northern provinces.

CONFECTION RESEMBLING FRESH STRAWBERRIES—made of dates, 

sugar, nuts, butter and eggs bound together with a crispy rice cereal—is a 
favorite of Miss Madeline Dawkins of Clayton. She adds to the attractiveness 
of these sweetmeats by rolling them in bright red sugar crystals and finishing 
them with green leaves at the stem end. They keep almost indefinitely in 
the freezing compartment of a refrigerator. 

Miss Dawkins melts butter over low heat in electric skillet, adds eggs 
and sugar beaten together and stirs the mixture to blend. Chopped dates are 
added and the heat is increased to 360 degrees; mixing continues as the mix- 
ture melts. This will require about 10 minutes, after which the heat is turned 
off and salt and vanilla are added. 

At this point, the mixture should be a thick molten mass, soft enough to 
saturate the rice cereal and nuts, and still be thick enough, as it cools, to be 
shaped like individual strawberries. -These are dropped in the red sugar 
immediately after forming, rolled to coat on all sides, then set aside to become 
cold. Green leaves made of tinted icing are fluted on to complete the con- 
fection. The amounts given make about 40 large-size pieces.

MEDICINE: 1961 


by ROBERT P. GOLDMAN 


POLIO 

' Possibility: live vaccine, thoroughly tested, may be ap- 
proved for general use by fall in this country. The 
vaccine to be licensed, one of three available, was 
developed by Dr. Albert Sabin of the University of 
Cincinnati. 


Taken by mouth, the vaccine will supplement, not™ 


replace, Salk shots. Last year’s polio-toll was 3,000 
cases-plus, with two-thirds’ of them paralytic. In a 
decade, the disease will be all but wiped out. At 
present, more than 90 million Americans up to age 60 
have had at least one Salk shot. 


MEASLES 


Sure bet: a vaccine against rubeola, the more serious 
form of the disease. It has been tested in the U.S., but 
needs still further testing. About 5,000 children in 
Nigeria and comparable numbers in the U.S. will 
receive it in studies planned for ’61. 

If the tests prove out—and results to date look very 
good—the decision to license for general use could 
come in 1961. 

Measles, a much underrated disease, can lead to 
serious complications and in rare cases death. In a 
“light” measles year, there are well over 1.5 million 
cases, most of them children. 


SCHIZOPHRENIA 


Possibility: the first drug specifically aimed at reliev- 
ing symptoms of this most serious of all mental dis- 
orders. First announcement of treatment results with 
patients is likely to come in 61. 

In schizophrenia, the victim becomes withdrawn 
from reality and has great mood swings. More than 
half the hospitalized mental patients in the U.S. have 
this illness, also called “split personality.” 

Drugs now used for emotional disorders, including 
depression and anxiety,, fail to produce lasting results 
with schizophrenics. 


VIRUS INFECTIONS 


Possibility: a drug effective against influenza and other 
virus-caused sicknesses. British researchers already 
have reported using this new medication with success. 
They claim it relieved symptoms dramatically and 
shortened the course of the disease by one-third. 

As yet, there are no drugs specifically effective 
against virus disorders. This would be the first. Anti- 
biotics work only against bacteria and related germs. 

British research has been “hot” in the past two 


This year will produce exciting advances 


in health care and research, placing 1961 high 


in the post-World War II “golden age of medicine.” 
The past 15 years have seen such advances 


as antibiotics, steroids for arthritis, 


pills for diabetes and tranquilizers. Here's what 


years. They have come up with the first synthetic 
penicillin and another drug that is effective against 
staphylococcal (“staph”) infections, a major prob- 
lem in hospitals throughout the world. 


ARTHRITIS 
Possibility: new drugs to relieve symptoms. Within 
the past five years steroids, a new family of drugs, 
have come into their own as aids to arthritics. Now 
scientists are working in the laboratory with new 
steroids, up to 400 times more potent than present 
ones. The prospect: arthritis drugs that will produce 
better results with fewer side effects. 


CANCER 


Sure bet: a drug to relieve pain and discomfort in 
breast cancer. It is said to be more effective than any 
now on the market. Tentative scheduling calls for it 
to be ready by March or April. Tests, some which have 
been reported from the Mayo Clinic, Rochester, Minn., 
are hopeful. 

Sure bet: new findings that link cancer to viruses. 
A conference will be held in March to discuss new 
research in this field. There is accumulating evidence 
that certain cancers, including leukemia, are virus- 
caused. If so, vaccines to prevent and treat these 
cancers may be possible. 


HEART DISEASE 

Sure bet: more convincing evidence linking the typical 
American diet to heart artery disease. Look for medical 
experts to go on record for the first time recommending 
addition of certain foods to your daily intake in an 
attempt to slow down artery damage. 
Sure bet: a variety of new food products that will con- 
tain ingredients aimed at protecting the heart. 
Sure bet: new diagnostic techniques, at least one and 
perhaps two, which will make it possible for the first 
time to pin-point artery damage and thus make sur- 
gery safer and applicable to increased numbers of 
heart disease victims. 

At certain medical centers today, some “open 
heart” surgery has only a 1.5 per cent mortality risk. 


ALCOHOLISM 


Sure bet: emergence of the disease from “the closet.” 
Several organizations are planning the first “open” 
campaigns in history explaining alcoholism and asking 
public ceoperation in fighting it. You will be seeing 
posters and literature on alcoholism in buses and pub- 
lic places. 


you can look for in the next 12 months: 


MEDICAL EDUCATION 


Sure bet: expenditure of about $130 million to up- 
grade and expand U.S. medical colleges. These col- 
leges are trying desperately to attract more and higher- 
calibre students because American. medical education 
is in crisis. 

American medical schools are now graduating about 
7,000 students per vear, far below the total needed to 
keep pace with the expanding population. By 1975 
an estimated need will exist for about 11,000 medical 
graduates per year. 

What worries some experts is that more and more 
graduates are becoming specialists; thus, medical care 
of the future will probably be more expensive. There 
will be fewer and fewer family doctors—general prac- 
titioners. Also, they are worried because students are 
applying to enter medical colleges at decreasing rates. 


MENTAL CARE 


Sure bet: new emphasis on low-cost care on an out- 
patient basis to people who need it. Two clinics re- 
cently opened in New York offer care at fees from $5 
to $10. Look for an expansion in the “group prac- 
tice” idea in psychiatry. 

Sure bet: beginning of deemphasis of the old-time, 
huge, walled-in mental hospitals. They will be re- 
placed by smaller, more informal, “open-door” insti- 
tutions in which patients have lots of freedom. One 
reason: new types of treatment have turned so many 
patients into candidates for discharge that the large 
institution is becoming impractical. Today, slightly 
more patients are being discharged than admitted. 
The differential, many authorities predict, will in- 
crease in the next two years. _ 


MENTAL INSURANCE 


Sure bet: increased emphasis on prepaid insurance for 
emotional disorders. (See PARADE, Nov. 20, 1959.) 
Major insurance companies not yet offering this type 
of coverage are seriously considering adding it to their 
benefits. The “Blue” plans also are trying to do the 
same thing—and make it sound from an actuarial 


- standpoint. 


FEDERAL SPENDING 


Good possibility: increases in funds earmarked for 
medical research and hospital construction. There 
will be a push for federal aid to medical education. 

At present, the U.S. ( National Institutes of Health 
only) is shelling out about $556 million in fiscal 61 
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for medical research. Look for that figure to jump 10- 
20 per cent. One problem federal research subsidizers 
will have to face: selecting worthy projects. Medical 
experts are beginning to feel that some money is being 
drained off by fly-specking studies. 


SPACE MEDICINE 
Possibility: basic discoveries that will enable the U.S. 
to send a man safely into space in '61 or early '62. 
Certain medical data must be complete before space- 
men can venture forth. At least a half-dozen projects 
are under way to learn, among other things: 1) man’s 
reaction to stresses of acceleration, heat and radiation; 
2) his actual physical and psychological needs once 
he arrives in outer space. 


GENERAL RESEARCH 


Sure bet: a new method, the first of its kind, to mea- 
sure accurately sex hormone production in the body. 
It has been develéped at the Worcester (Mass. ) 
Foundation for Experimental Biology. The method 
will be used for early diagnosis of certain cancers. 
Possibility: discovery of the exact factor that protects 
against virus disease. Recently, a natural substance in 
the body, “interferon,” has been found that seems to 
squelch viruses. If this is isolated, look for amazing, 
new findings in the virus field. 

Possibility: isolation of a substance in body cells that 
causes them to divide rapidly. This work may. hold 
the key to cancer.

NEW PRODUCTS 


Sure bet: an adhesive tape that does not hurt, even 
when pulled off hairy portions of the body. Sure bet: 
a nasal spray said to be 56 per cent more effective than 
any other in relieving sinus discomfort. Sure bet: a 
“cardiac pacemaker,” an electrical device to stimulate 
the heartbeat, which can be hooked onto a gadget 
that automatically summons a doctor within 2% 
miles if the heartbeat becomes irregular. 


That's a peek at what you can expect of Medicine: 
1961.4dt promises to be a year in which advances come 
thick and fast, with the American public gaining sig 
nificantly in the battle against disease. *

LITTLE PEOPLE 


by LLOYD SHEARER 


LAS VEGAS, NEV. 
AVE YOU EVER in your wildest dreams imagined 
H yourself a midget? 

Suppose you were only 3 or 4 feet tall, what sort of 
tiptoe life might you lead in this out-sized world of 
ours? 

How would you drive a car? How would you reach 
the phone in a telephone booth? Where would you find 
adult clothes to fit you? How could you reach a counter 
in a cafeteria, a ticket booth in a theatre, a newsstand 
on the street corner? 

A few weeks ago approximately 200 midgets and 
dwarfs gathered here at the annual convention of their 
association, The Little People of America. 

They came together to inspire and encourage each 
other and to acquaint the public with their special 
problems. 

According to the little people themselves, there are 
about 3,000 midgets and dwarfs in North America. 

To them, a midget is a correctly-proportioned minia- 
ture copy cf a man or woman of normal height. Most 


‘midgets vary between 3 and 4 feet in height. 


Dwarf is a term applied by midgets to misshapen 
little men and women who are not correctly propor- 
tioned, although science groups all adults under the 
height of 4 feet 11 as dwarfs. 

Midgets dislike being classified as dwarfs. At this 
convention they appointed a special “dictionary com- 
mittee” to contact dictionary publishers throughout 


the world. They want the publishers to offer a more . 


accurate definition of the word “midget.” Most dic- 
tionaries now define a midget as “a very small person 
—see ‘dwarf’.” 

What bothers most little people, both midgets and 
dwarfs, are the so-called normal people —persons like 
you and me. 

Complains Bill Barty, 3-foot-6 actor who often 
works on the Peter Gunn TV show: “The average 
person regards us not as human beings with individual 
mentalities and skills but as freak playthings. Women 
pick us up and sit us in their laps. They pat us on the 
head and say, ‘Aren't you a cute little darling.’ 

“We don't like being treated as children. Among us 
we number actors, brokers, accountants, designers and 
machinists. And yet in most cases we are being dis- 
criminated against because of our size. People won't 
hire us for jobs we are qualified to perform because 
we're little.” 

Bob Brower, a midget from Des Moines, lowa, who 
owns interests in three supermarkets, disagrees with 
Barty. 

“We can’t expect the world to adjust to us,” Brower 
says. “We have to adjust to the world. Many little 
people won't do this. On the one hand they say they 


want to be treated like everyone else. On the other 
hand they ask for special privileges. 

“For example,” Brower continues, “at this conven- 
tion they've passed the following resolutions: 

e “Half-fare on planes, trains and buses for little 
people. : 

e “Half-price meals, also lower cafeteria steam 
tables ‘so we can see what we are buying.’ Also, mem- 
bers of the Culinary Workers’ Union should notify its 
members to desist from addressing such remarks as 
‘What will you have, Sonny?’ 

e “Some shoe manufacturer should create midget- 
size shoes at reasonable prices, thereby freeing us 
little people from the high price of custom-made shoes. 

e “A committee should meet with and importune 
the telephone company for phone booths reachable by 
4-foot persons. The phone company should also in- 
clude glass paneling in the lower portion of phone 
booths, so when a little person is making a call, a big 
person will not be trying to step inside. 


Midgets Are Made 


“What we need from the public,” Brower contends, 
“is not special privilege or special equipment but un- 
derstanding born of knowledge. Most people don't 
know that any man or woman may be the parent of a 
midget. 

“Except in very rare cases, midgets aren’t born. 
We're made. We're the result of faulty gland-func- 
tioning. Generally, an under-functioning pituitary 
gland produces a midget. Other glands like the thyroid 
and gonads are also involved. 

“In my own case,” Brower reveals, “I was a normal 
baby at birth. I think I weighed 7 or 8 pounds. I was 
the second of séven living boys. My father, a farmer 
from Mexico, Mo., is 5 feet 8. My mother is 5 feet 1. 
I’m the only midget in our family. 

“I stopped growing normally when I was 4 years 
old. I was then 3 feet 5 inches tall. By the time I was 
16, I was only 3 feet 11. 

“The worst part,” Brower recalls, “is that my par- 
ents never realized there was anything wrong with 
me. They thought that sooner or later I'd start to grow 
and catch up. 

“The first person who realized I was too short for my 
age was my high school principal in Vandalia, Mis- 
souri. He was a diabetic who made periodic visits to 
the Barnes Hospital in St. Louis. He brought my 
plight before the Vandalia Business Men’s Club, and 
they paid for my first visit to Barnes. 

“At the hospital they gave me shots of pituitin for 
three years. I started growing again after the treat- 
ments stopped. From age 18 to 25, I grew 11 inches. 
That’s another thing people don’t know about midgets. 
Our bone-ends do not close or ossify so that after 30 
we can still grow several inches. Sometimes we can 
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even outgrow our midgethood. I’m now 4 feet 10 and 
33 years old. My wife is 4 feet 2. 

“We have two adopted children. Insofar as I know 
we're the only midgets in the world who've been 
allowed to adopt normal children. As you probably 
know, midgets do not beget midget children. The 
children of midgets usually outgrow their parents 
before they are 9 years old.” 

Several midgets I interviewed here revealed that 
practically all midget mothers are delivered via Caesar- 
ean section. They are usually reluctant to bring babies 
into the world. ' 

The reason for this is that whether one or both 
parents are midgets, the overwhelming odds—there 
are only a handful of exceptions—are that the chil- 
dren will be normal. And while narmality and con- 
formity bring happiness to a child, they invariably 
mean heartbreak to the midget parents. 


The Daughter's Dilemma 


“It’s so very hard to describe,” one little woman told 
me, “how I felt while my daughter was growing up. 
I prayed that she would grow tall and pretty and 
charming. And yet deep down inside I knew the day 
would come when she would be ashamed of me and 
her father, because we are midgets and different, and 
in the eyes of her schoolmates that would make her 
different, too. | 

“Well, my daughter grew up. She's 5 feet 6. But 
how that girl suffered. I remember the first time she 
brought a beau home and introduced him to us. He 
tried not to show it but he was shocked. He stopped 
going with her after that. 

“Today my daughter is married to a very prosperous 
oil man in Texas or Oklahoma, but we never see her. 
She told her husband she was an orphan. The poor 
child was afraid that if she ever told any man the 
truth, she’d never get married. Her father and I under- 
stand and forgive her.” 

Most little people blame their parents for their mal-

adjustment to society. “My childhood was the most 
miserable one in the world,” one dwarf confided to me. 
“My parents kept me hidden. If we were driving from 
one town to another and a car was passing us, they'd 
make me duck down. They were completely ashamed 
of me. They made me feel despicable and unwanted, 
and I can’t remember how many times I contemplated 
suicide. 

“I think practically every midget or dwarf when he 
first realizes his affliction, his handicap, is filled with 
such shock and despair that he starts to think of sui- 
cide. Only in cases where the parents are intelligent 
and understanding do midgets grow up with a rela- 
tively good chance to adjust to society.” 

One such well-adjusted midget is Frank Delfino 
of San Diego, Calif., whose midget daughter, Ruth, 
was the most beautiful little woman at the convention. 

The son of Italian-American parents, Frank was 
born in Brooklyn, N.Y., some 50 years ago. He weighed 
8 pounds at birth, enjoyed a normal, healthy infancy 
until he was 6. Then his growth lagged. His parents 
made him eat larger portions of food. When this did 
no good, they took him to the family doctor. 

Specialists were consulted. They prescribed pit- 
uitary extracts. But at 13, Frankie was as tall as he had 
been at 5. He was 3 feet 8 inches tall. 

Fortunately, the Delfino parents insisted upon 
treating their son as if he were a normal youngster. 
When Frankie said he wanted to try out for the foot- 
ball team at Brooklyn Technical High School or to 
play shortstop on the neighborhood baseball team, 
they told him to go ahead and do his best. 


Over the years, Frank’s friends and schoolmates 


came to accept him. He even won a varsity letter as a 
high school cheer leader. Frank's parents gave him 
violin lessons. He developed into an excellent musi- 
cian. Surrounded by a family that exuded warmth, 
love and sympathy, Frank succeeded in adjusting 
physically and mentally to a world he never made. 


In 1934 he came to Chicago as a violinist at the 
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World’s Fair. There he met Sadie Williams, a midget 
who was working at a candy exhibition. By that time 
Frank had grown to 4 feet. Sadie was 3 feet 10. 

They were married in Minneapolis in 1937. And 
seven months later a daughter, Ruth, was prematurely 
horn to the couple. 


Against the Odds 


Ruth weighed 5 pounds 12 ounces at birth and 
measured 18 inches. “But even so,” Sadie Delfino 
avers, “I knew instinctively that the baby was a midget. 
In many ways I was thankful because I knew it would 
be easier to raise her. There is only one other family 
I know of, the Clifton family in Austin, Tex., in 
which a midget mother had a midget baby.” 

Last July, Ruth Delfino, 23 years of age, 4 feet 3 
inches in height, was married in San Diego to Richard 
William Spiering, 21, 5 feet 10 inches tall, of Monti: 
cello, Minn. 

A beautiful woman, blonde and hazel-eyed and per- 
fectly proportioned, Ruthie says, “I had the most 
wonderful childhood. My. parents worked for the 
Curtis Candy Company, and as we traveled around 
the country together, we were such a closely-knit 
family, we were together so much of the time, that I 
never realized my parents or I were smaller than 
other people. 

“I never felt strange even when I went to Woodrow 
Wilson Junior High. My first realization that I was a 
midget came in my junior year at Herbert Hoover 
High in San Diego. The teachers began asking me 
various medical questions about my background. They 
tried to find out why I was so small. It was only then 
that I realized I was different. 

“The trouble with most parents who have a midget 
child is that they either place the child in show busi- 
ness or keep him hidden at home. In both cases the 
child begins to feel like a freak. My parents raised 
me perfectly. 'm a good secretary, if I say so myself, 
and I think ['m a pretty good wife.” ®

LEGAL CHECK-UP 


LANSING, MICH. 
} ee YEARS a successful husband-wife business team 
ran a highly profitable restaurant in the Mid- 
west. When the husband died, it was discovered that 
he had 1) failed to leave a will; 2) neglected to reg- 
ister the business name properly; 3) failed to es- 
tablish legally that his wife was his business partner. 
As a result, the grieving wife had to struggle in 
court fights for more than a year. The climax came 
when she paid out her total savings to buy back her 
own business’ name from a competitor who had 
ruthlessly registered it. 

Such cases of legal entanglement occur every day 
throughout the U.S. Yet most of them could be pre- 
vented simply by consulting an attorney long before 
the stage is set for loss of time, money and happiness. 


Aware that such “preventive law” can take a lot 
of the heartache out of living, the State Bar of Michi- 
gan is pushing an idea it has packaged as an “annual 
legal check-up.” The idea is so simple and worthwhile 
you wonder why it’s never been widely suggested 
before. You allow an attorney to assess your “legal 
health” every year, just as you allow a doctor to assess 
your physical health. Once the check-up is completed, 
the attorney writes a legal “prescription,” if one is 
needed. : | 

The legal examination (the New Year is a good time 
to get one) is gaining favor across the U.S. At least a 
half-dozen state bar associations are plumping for it, 
with Ohio, Mississippi and Pennsylvania following 
close on Michigan’s lead. 

The check-up itself, which takes anywhere from an 


hour up, depending on how complicated your affairs 
are, actually is as simple as the idea behind it. You sit 
down with an attorney and show him your “basic 
documents” including social security card, real estate 
papers and tax records. 

Like a doctor, he takes your history. He asks you 
about debts, marital status, tax money you may owe, 
papers you've signed, proof of expenses, leases, title to 
your house. 

You fill out a questionnaire covering insurance, 
mortgage, stocks. In short, just as a doctor seeks to get a 
health profile of you, the attorney seeks a legal profile. 

Instead of x-raying your chest, the attorney wants 
to know whether you are vulnerable to law suit, 
whether you have done everything possible to protect 
yourself and your family. 

A check-up would have saved an Eastern business- 
man a good deal of trouble. He was appointed guardian 
to four children after their parents died. To raise 
money for them, he tried to sell some of their estate, 
which consisted of lots in a fast-growing suburb. 

However, he unwittingly failed to obtain the court’s 
permission to make the sale and, as a result, became 
embroiled in legal action that took months to iron out. 
A legal inventory would have prevented the entire 
mess. His attorney would have told him how to handle 
the sale according to law. 

As one attorney in the State Bar of Michigan points 
out, the check-up is designed to uncover hidden 
causes of trouble before they burst into the open, re- 
sulting in deep involvement. The check-up itself is 
divided into essentially the following: 


1) A REVIEW OF YOUR PERSONAL AFFAIRS. 
Perhaps the most common problem in this area deals 
with failure to write a will. In most states, if you die 
without a will, your estate is split up between your 
wife and your children, regardless of their particular 
needs. One child can be well off while another is a 
pauper, but they receive equal shares of your hold- 
ings. Thus, where there is no will, there is no choice 
about disposition of wealth. 


2) BENEFITS. It is astonishing, attorneys say, how 
ignorant people are about what benefits are coming to 
them. They know little about social security, payments 
arising from military service, or even from their own 
insurance policies. 

A Wisconsin woman was panic-stricken after her 
husband died because he failed to tell her where his 
insurance policies and the key to his safe deposit box 
were kept. Had he taken a legal check-up, his wife 
would have had the information she needed. 


3) LIABILITY. What is owed to you and what do you 
owe? If you're a businessman, are your debts such 
that your business might be in jeopardy? Can your 
wages be taken from you by a collection agency? 

Detroit attorney R. Lee Williams, an official of the 
State Bar of Michigan, recommends regular yearly 
check-ups, but adds that there are special periods 
when the check-up is a “must.” These include any 
turning point in your life—sale or purchase of a 
home, an important change of job, moving from state 
to state, getting married, having a child. 

Inevitably, people wonder if the legal check-up 
isn't just “make work” for attorneys. Williams an- 
swers a resounding, “No.” The Detroit Bar Associa- 
tion, for one, has recommended a minimum fee of 
$10 for the personal affairs part of the check-up— 
hardly enough to induce a lawyer to make work if 
work doesn’t have to be done. ”

describes a turning point in the history of the free world 


BONN, GERMANY. 

he German Chancellor did not imme- 

diately answer my question. He looked 
out of his office window at the trees of Bonn, 
and his fingers drummed on the arms of his 
chair. Waiting for his reply, I had the same 
sense of wonder that so many others have 
experienced in his presence. This man can't 
be in his 80s, I thought. He doesn’t look it, 
doesn’t act it. He is ageless. 

At the end of a long interview I had asked, 
“What is the most significant decision you 
have had to make in the many years you 
have served the German people?” 

- It was clear that he did not want to offer 
a glib reply. When he turned back from the 
window, his expression was stern. 

“The most significant decision I have had 
to make during my period of office,” Chan- 
cellor Adenauer said, “was to define the 
political stand to be taken by the Federal 
Republic of Germany after its foundation. 
As you know, there were many voices exhort- 
ing the Germans to choose the way of neu- 
trality and non-alignment.” 

A frown came to his eyes. He seemed to be 
recalling his early struggles with the opposi- 
tion party, even with some of his own friends. 
After the war Germany could easily have 
become a neutral like Switzerland. Or it 
could have become a lone wolf among na- 
tions, allowing itself to be courted by both 
the Communist world and the West. Con- 
ceivably it might even have turned Com- 


munist. Any of these moves could have 
changed the balance of power in the world. 
Any would have written a different page of 
history. 


Perhaps the least attractive future for most 


‘Germans lay in turning toward these nations 


to the West that had just defeated them. 
What reception could they expect? 

In those first days of the Republic the 
Chancellor was indeed subjected to all kinds 
of pressures. Had Konrad Adenauer been 
weak or indecisive he might easily have been 
swayed by the neutralists and those who dis- 
trusted the West. 

But he knew what he wanted and he lost 
none of his firmness. He led his country of 
45 million people into the free world. 

“That decision was right,” he said now. 
“It has given the Federal Republic its as- 
sured place among free nations. It has helped 
us to gain confidence and dispel the shadows 
of the past. 

“When we turned Westward,” he con- 
cluded, “I was confident that our former 
enemics .would be prepared to acknowledge 
the good will of the German people. That 
confidence —and I say this with gratitude — 
has not been disappointed.” 

There have not been many men whose 
personal decisions have shaped mankind's 
future. But when I rose to shake hands with 
Dr. Konrad Adenauer, I knew that this was 
one of those men. —OSCAR SCHISGALL

New Nanette Fabray TV Series 
Based on Her Own Family Life 


By a Special Correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch. 
HOLLYWOOD, Dec. 31. 
UST ABOUT EVERYBODY thinks his own 
life story would make a fine novel. 
Or a movie. Or a TV show. Just about 
nobody sees it materialize. 

But a family in Beverly Hills will be see- 
ing its real-life activities on television every 
week, beginning next Friday (KSD-TV, 7:30 
p.m.) Nanette Fabray and Wendell Corey 
are starred. 

The series, based loosely on truth, is the 
story ®f Nanette and her husband, writer 
Ranald MacDougall, and incidents that 


happen in their household. There are two 
children in the series, 17-year-old Jacklyn 
O'Donnell and |6-year-old Bobby Diamond, 
remembered as the little boy in the ‘Fury’’ 
series of several years ago. 

"It's pretty true to life,"’ Nanette said. 


"When | married Ranald | inherited a full- 
grown family.” 

In the television version, Randy, played 
by Corey, has been widowed for six years 
and is the father of a teen-age girl and 
boy. In actuality, MacDougall, divorced 
some time ago, has two daughters and a 
son—the girls 19 and 17 and the boy 7. 
There's another child in the family, Jamie, 
born to Nanette and Randy Sept. 19, 1958. 

"THIS IS HOW it all began,” Nanette 
said. "I'd known Randy for years. Coin- 
cidentally, we had the same business man- 
ager and were always running into each 
other. 

"| was a carefree bachelor girl. | had 
my own apartment in New York, | was busy 
working in television, and life was very un- 
complicated. One day my business mana- 
ger said, ‘There's an old friend of yours in 
the next office.’ It was Randy, in New York 
casting for a Bing Crosby movie. | wasn't 
particularly enthusiastic when he asked me 
to lunch, but | went, and then also had 
dinner with him. After that we dated reg- 
ularly, in New York, or in Hollywood when 
I'd come out here to do a filmed TV show. 
We were married on April 24, 1957. 

“Randy every once in a while asked me 
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if I'd like to do a series. | hadn't actually 
retired when |, married and moved to the 
coast—! did a lot of one-shot appearances. 
But | wanted mostly to be at home, to 
spend as much time as possible with the 
baby. But we talked over a possible series, 
the type of show Ranald had in. mind. One 
day he gave me a present: the script of 
the first show. From there on, it was prac- 
tically all clear sailing." 

MacDougall himself does not appear in 
the series. “He's a screen writer, and a 
very good one,” Nanette said. "He wrote 
the first episode, he serves as script con- 
sultant on all the stories, but first and 
foremost he's a creative movie writer.” 

Wendell Corey as Nanette's TV husband 
wasn't an incidental choice. He -bears a 
striking resemblance to MacDougall. 

"ITS A FUNNY SHOW," Nanette said, 
"but an honest one. Truthfully, | hadn't 
realized how observant Randy was around 
the house until he wrote that pilot script. 
| hadn't known how aware he was of the 
problems that existed. In his quiet way, he 
noticed everything.” 

So Nanette is back on the treadmill of 
a weekly show—she once teamed with Sid 
Caesar on NBC.-TYV. 

"| made it clear when we started," she 
said, “that | wouldn't take a series if it 
would intrude on my personal life. | want 
to spend time with Jamie every evening. 
And that's the way they set it up. I'm home 
by 5:30 at the latest. Thursday and Fridays 
we're off, and on weekends, too, of course. 
It's a lot easier than TV in New York. 
Caesar's show was so wild. Sid had me do 
things | never dreamed | could. Nothing 
in television will ever surprise me again." 

A lot of the series action takes place in 
the kitchen. "And I'm always cooking,” 
Nanette said. “Il told our director, Jerry 
Hopper, that | would do my own cooking. 
| can't fake it naturally. Jerry insisted that 
I'd be too busy with other business, but | 
said, ‘No, | gotta cook.’ If you see Wendell 
and Jacklyn and Bobby eating bacon and 
eggs for breakfast, you can be sure I've 
prepared the food." 

COREY, considered one of Hollywood's

most versatile actors, agrees with Nanette 
that this series is true to life. 

"Most fathers on television are fatheads,” 
he was once quoted as saying. 


"Yes, | said it,” he admitted. “But in 
this show | didn't get the farcical rele 
usually given to actors who play fathers. 

"There's a lot of broad comedy, a lot of 
gusto, but we try to keep the people real. 
Since the episodes are based on real hap- 
penings, that's not hard to do." 

Playing a father isn't hard for Corey. 
He and his wife, the former actress, Alice 
Wiley, have four children— Robin, 16; 
Jonathan Wendell, 14; Jennifer Julia, 9, 
and Bonnie Alice, 6. 

Corey has appeared in two previous tele- 


vision series, “Harbor Command" - and 


“Peck's Bad Girl.” 


The son of a Congregational clergyman, 
Corey once considered the ministry—''that 
is, my mother did''—but just out of high 
school in Springfield, Mass., he took a small 
role in an amateur theatrical company 
production. From then on, his future was 
determined. He did summer stock in the 
East and then landed on Broadway where 
his first starring role was in "Dream Girl," 
opposite Betty Field. A movie contract 
brought him to Hollywood where he has 
starred in many film successes, but he does 
occasional stage work as well as television. 

He believes in working in all mediums, 
he said, "to keep my tools from rusting.”

Ed Sullivan and 
badly hurt their ratings. He has the same 
faith in “Hong Kong,” which has been a 
little slower at catching on but shows signs 
of gaining. 

As for the show itself, it is, in my opinion, 
pretty terrible with only one saving fea- 
ture: Star Rod Taylor, who plays an Amer- 
ican newspaperman in Hong Kong. Taylor 
raises the show from mediocrity purely by 
his virile charm and ability to transcend 
phony scripts and contrived action.

000, which puts it in the big league. Since 
Taylor is co-producer of the show, he has 
more than a passing say on what gets on 
the screen.
